[fxcerpt) in its 25th convening, the ministerial council of 
the Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries met on 

8 December 1970, under the leadership of the minister of 
petroleum from the United Arab Emirates, Doctor Mani’ 


al~'Utaybah. 


The council examined projects under study such as the 
project for agreement upon the establishment of the Arab 
Association for Engineering Consultation and ite basic 
organization. The headquarters for the company will be 
in Abu Dhabi. The council aleo studied several matters 
which the secretary general of the Organization of Arab 
Petroleum Exporting Countries discussed in deteil. 


This meeting was held « week befor: he date of the OPEC 
conference in Bali, Indonesia, on -ccember. Prevailing 
over the Kuwait meeting were the coocerns of some of the 
Arab ministers who would take part in the OPEC conference 
who desired to carry owt sore consultations before depart ing 
for Indonesia. 


Two interv.ews follow, the first with the secretary general 
of OAPEC, Doctor ‘Ali Atiqah, speaking on the actions of 
the conference, and the second with the Syrian Minister of 
Petroleum, ‘Abd al-Jabar al-Dathak, reflecting on matters 
of importance behind petroleus. 


The secretary general of OAPEC: Success in Separating the Organization From Arab 
Disputes 


[Question] What are the subjects that were discussed at the OAPEC ministerial 
conference?’ 


[Anewer| They were repeated, normal procedural issues for authorizing the budget for 
the next year, and an examination of the decisions made in meetings and conferences 
attended by members of the organization. There were new issues, such as the selection 
of the legal committee and the subject of the Arab Association for Engineering 














Consultation in Which the authority of the seeretary general te execute ite basic 
design wae agreed upon, Likewise, same of the actions decided upon in Algiers were 
followed up, for exemple, the study of the dry dock in Algiers, and the study relating 
te the of!) embarge on South Africa, These are the lesues which were discussed and 
which we have fot yet concluded, 


(Question) What ie the reason for the delay on some of the iseues? 


|Anewer) As for the Arab Association for Bagineering Consultation, there has been 
no delay because in the Algiers Conference there wae 4 fundamental decision wade for 
ite establiohment, with the Pmiratee as ite headquarters. Aleo in thie meeting we 
determined the basic ofganieation, whose preparation and regulation we were charged 
with, and concluded an agreement between the Organization and Pmirates. We pre= 
pared these documents and submitted them fer signature by the secretary general. 
Later 4 committee of the National Petrolews Company will meet, participating in 
Gxamining ite basic organization, We expect that thie association will begin 
operations during the coming vear, 


Keeping O01! Apart from Conflicts 
(Question) What is the significance of this association’ 


|Anewer| We consider it very important as regards the undertakings of OAPHC and its 
member nations. It is a beginning for joint action in gaining basic technology in 
the field of design, beginning with control over assembling machinery and building 
factories and oi] plants, and then developing the capability to design the necessary 
equipment and machinery for the petroleum industry. It is 4 beginning, and is natu- 
rally like any other beginning which cannot produce results until a period of time 
has passed. We believe, however, that it is 4 great opportunity because many projects 
are succeeding now ani as 1 said on previous occasions, our etudies indicate that Arab 
efforts now share in 2 percent of the cost of projects undertaken in the Arab nations 
in the field of industry, and only 2 percent of that comes from Arab engineering 
consultation associations, with most of thie being civil and not mechanical activities. 


[Question] How does the present situation in the Arab world affect OAPEC? 


|Anewer| As I observed, measuring by the last meeting, we did sot notice any effect 
from the current tension in the Arab world in the meetings. This may have been one 
of the positive results--as we saw ministers from all the countries whose governments 
are having disputes remove these disputes from the work of the organization. This 
may be an indication of what the nations’ leaders called for in the last summit con- 
ference in Amman, for joint Arab efforte in the economic field to be set aside. I 
realize that it cannot be kept aside completely, but I believe keeping it apart as 
much as possible from the seemingly inevitable political disputes. If this kind of 
maturity were to come about and we were able to distinguish between the disputes over 
directions and methods in foreign matters and facing our foreign problems in politics 
and international relations, on the one hand, and between the activities of our 

Arab institutions when we embark upon joint ventures for training and economic activity, 
on the other, then we will have achieved something along the right road.

able to happen of « temporery basie, and based upon agreements between the 
tiene and the whiversity, tt ie best that we , — it within the framework 
email institute specializing in seeial, political, and economic matters Ae i 
to energy, without excluding technical matters, Seholaere from petroiewm countries, 
industrial countries, and even developing hations, would gather and select subjects 
of importance, especially ae regards petrolews countries and those countries without 
petroleum, The institute would conduct studies and analyses and publish their 
results, and would grant room for specialiste and graduates to be trained in the 
field of research, study, and analysis, Likewise, the inecitute will organize the 
Onford Study Course for Petrolewn, We hope te study ai) of these matters in establieh=- 
ing the institute. Then there will be an adminietrative board for the institute, 

of representatives from Oxford University and trom the authorities partici- 

pating in the institute. The administrative board will set the institute's policy 
and administration, and select ite director, The thinking on the project now ic 
that this should include Oxford University, being the piace where the institute is 
located and given its scientific association and climate, but Oxford University will 
hot participate in ite funding. The funding for the inetitute will be shared between 
OPEC and OAPTC=--'n epite of the fact that OPPC has not yet made 4 decision on thie 
subject, which it may do in ite next meeting=-and between some of the interested 
institutions in the industrial nations, and perhaps some of the scientific sonetary 
funds. Also prepared to participate are oil companies. We thought to start the 
institute on 4 email scale, with ite future being determined in the light of ite 
success, It will be a platform end center for studies and exchanging ideas. 


[Question] How does the market stand on the eve of the convening of the Bali Conference’ 


[Anewer] My genere! impressions are that there is no petroleum crises on the horizon, 
and it seems that of! supplies are good and that the petroleum in stock is good in 
epite of the fact that the winter appears to be cold. I expect that Iraqi production 
will resume now, and if the war is ended | alse hope that Iranian production will 
increase. This wil! undoubtably finance the Irenian economy for the sake of growth 
or to replace that which hee been destroyed. Subsequently, there will be room to 
decrease production in some of the countries which raised their production to make up 
for the shortaze in supplies. These hopes that I hawe right now include the cont ine- 
ing of the industrial r*tions in the economy in oii consumption and I do not see any 
crisis in the petroleum market. 


(Questio,| As for oil prices, are they appropriate for the producing nations in the 
Arab world’ 


j[Anewer| Frankly, | always take the wiew that oil is 4 substance that is nearly 
exhausted, and upon which the oil nations depend totally. Up to now they have not 
succeeded in producing 4 cheaper substitute for it. I always feel that the prices 
are less than what they should be in view of the innate value of of1, and that the 
price should be set, in my opinion, according to the market situation ond supply 
and demand. What the ofl nations take for their ofl is only what is given.

AFGHAN RESISTANCE DESCRIBED BY VARIOUS WRITERS 
War of National Liberation

[Text ]A year ago this 27 December Soviet troops entered 
Afghanistan. Par from putting an end to the battles that 
were ravaging that country, their intervention, as 
Mohammed Tchopan has written, stirred up a genuine war of 
liberation. Laurent Schwartz deplores the fact that we 
forget too easily, and demands aid for the resistance. 
Boris Goiremberg writes in the same vein. But in his 
opinion Afghanistan, for the French, is only an obliga- 
tory reference in a political speech, and nothing more. 
He wouldn't give much for what may be a left united over 


a corpse. 


The specter of a military intervention is haunting Poland and seems to be 

causing anxiety in the Western world that is expressed by warnings and admonitions 
to the Soviets. Unfortunately, these demonstrations ignore the problem of the in- 
vasion of Afghanistan. 


How to face the perverse actions of the Soviet Union? An irony of history! If his- 
tory were repeating itself the Soviet Union would have the effrontery to say, "A 
counter-revolutionary situation was developing in Poland...its sovereignty and its 
integrity were being threatened by imperialist forces...it was the legitimate desire 
of the Soviet Union to aid the Polish people..." Mr Kania would be denounced as an 
agent of imperialism and be executed on the field like the former Number One, 
tHafizullah Amin; Lech Walesa would be tortured and assassinated in cowardly fashion 
like Nadjid Kalakani in the basement of the Soviet Embassy in Kabul. In the West 
— —s indignation and verbal condemnation, and ephemeral economic sanctions 
would be taken. 


On 27 December 1979 the Soviet Union intervened massively in Afghanistan, to "save 
the revolution.” A year later it is easy to see that this “saved revolution” was in 


soakity 4 mY bloody military coup d'etat, after which a demagogic pseudo-refors 
unleashing a fierce repiession.

Many contracts between the Soviets and the so-called Afghan government have been 
signed, They have to do with diverse matters: energy, equipment goods, building 
military bases, food products, etc, On the economic level one finds a significant 
rise in inflation, a lowering of buying power, Products of prime necessity are 
cruelly lacking. A simple example to illustrate the situation of an saonte't family: 
the calary of a civil servant or laborer is about 2,000 to 2,500 af 200 to 
250 francs). The price of a kilo of meat is 12 francs, of a kilo en rice 32 francs, 
of a sere (7 kilos) of wood 10 france and of a sere of coal 12 francs. 


Moreover, electricity is frequently cut off, It is true that Afghanistan is one of 
the world's poorest countries ($90 GVP [gross national product] per capita). This 
poverty is largely attributable to the semi-feudal, semi-colonial regime, that is to 
Say 4 corrupt regime. A handful of feudal lords were blocking development and the 
imperialist powers were throwing it out of balance (between 1956 and 1975, the debt 
8* the Soviets reached $411.5 million and the debt to the United States went to 
500.6 million. 


in social policy: no freedom, torture and cruel ities are daily facts. The 
prisons are full of political prisoners. Prom 1976 to 1980 more than 1.5 million 
Afghans” were killed in the same circumstances as occurred under Hitler's regime. 
One million two hundred thousand refugees are living in very hard conditions. The 
popular discontent is being blotted out in blood. 


The pro-Soviets were claiming that they were saving the people from the foreign men- 
ace and estabiishing social justice, but in practice they “terminated” the Afghan 
society, which was already seriously ailing. 


The Attitude of the European Left 


What can we expect of the Western states? In the course of their history they have 
shown a great appetite for domination and colonization. Our surprise, indeed our in- 
dignation, comes from the attitude of the Luropean left, apart from the pro-Soviets. 
in fact, since the USSR's attempt to subjugate Afghanistan is coming up against pop- 
ular resistance, the left is not trying very hard at any time to understand the gen- 
uinely national character of ovr struggle. Its gaze is turned only on the partisans 
of the former regime and the fundamentalists who have taken refuge in Pakistan, who 
are not representative of the resistance movements. To our way of thinking, the 
left's responsibility is great, because it does not want to hear the voice of the 
patriotic and Islamic revolutionary organizations like the SORKHA (Organization for 
the Liberation of the People of Afghanistan), the AKHGAR (the spark) and the SAMA, 
which are fighting shoulder to shoulder beside the people in the interior of the 
country. 


At this moment the Afghan people is waging a war of national liberation with no help 
from outside. With the coming of winter our compatriots must face snow and cold. 
The European left must not remain indifferent to the problems of the Afghan people 
and the genocide with which it is threatened.

Real War in Afghanistan

[Text] One year ago Soviet troops invaded Afghanistan, Of course before that there 
was already semi-occupation and an imposed political regime that was appallingly 
bloody. Sut this is 4 real war: tens of thousands of troops, planes, tanks, armed 
occupation of cities, bombing of villages, massacres and repression. Many govern- 
ments protested, world public opinion reacted, but in the end the unacceptable was 
accepted and the reaction was chiefly verbal (to say nothing of Georges Marchais, 
who, from Moscow itself, supported the invasion). The Prench Government's attitude 
was without a doubt one of the worst. 


Never mind telling us that Afghanistan was living in feudal times and that the USSR 
will bring it substantial ress with bad methods. Ali the colonial conquests of 
the 19th century invoked that same justification; and in fact colonialism did bring 
much progress, but at the same time it crushed the culture of the colonized peoples 
and subjugated those peoples by means of savage repression; and this epoch, the end 
of the 20th century, is the era of decolonization, not new colonization. 


Of course the Soviet Government probably did not “want this." Wilhelm II aiso said 
during the First World War that he had not wanted that! The USSR felt that Afghan- 
istan, 4 baciion and the access route to the warm seas, was escaping its clutches, 
and thought it could reestablish the situation by a swift, easy, moderately repres- 
sive invasion, and that was not what happened. The horrible things that happen in 
the world are most of the time not wanted as such in the beginning. Also let us stop 
thinking of American imperialism as the only aggressive imperialism, and the USSR as 
always being on the defensive. The Afghans, crushed at home or having sought re- 
fuge en masse in Pakistan, will not be very conscious of the differences. 


An incredible Misunderstanding 


Moreover, this incredible misunderstanding about the word “imperialism” must be stop- 
ped. i personally believe that imperialism is a very old phenomenon practised by 
many powers from one end of the earth to the other for millenia. Early in the 20th 
century Lenin called it capitalism's supreme arena. it is roughly correct that at 
that time imperialism assumed new forms: exportation of capital, conquests of the 
large colonial markets by the capitalistic countries, imperialistic wars for divi- 
sion of those markets. But this was changed ages ago. 


The so-called socialist countries, the decolonized Third World countries, large, med- 
ium-sized or small, have adopted old imperialistic methods for the conquest of zones 
of infiuence, more than have advanced capitalistic countries like Germany, or even 
Great Britain (i would rather not speak of the Prench policy in Africa). But the ref- 
erence to Lenin, the adoption of a new temporary definition--imperialism: capital- 
ism's supreme arena--prevented too many men of the left from speaking of imperialism 
in connection with the USSR, and at the same time cleared it, by an inadmissible log- 
ical swindie, of imperialism's classic crimes. Some imperialisms are worse than oth- 
ers. There are actually two imperialistic super-powers. Today, in fact, the imper- 
ialism of the USSR is no better than that of the United States; it must be called by 
its name and strongly denounced. 

















The Afghan resisters are divided; no one knows (not even themselves) what regime 
they expect to establish after they have freed themselves, Serious precedents must 
prevent men of the left from idealizing them and justifying all of their acts, But 
we must help them, We will not blow on the fire, we must not fight over Afghans who 
have been placed in the middie, But it is neither the Afghan resistance nor the 
— furnished them by countries opposed to the USSR (as the USSR and China fur- 
ai weapons to Vietnam against American aggression) that is —y i danger 
of war in the world. And that threat will be weakened if we support t 

Afghan people.

The USSR Accused 


We will make this people's resistance and suffering known; we will contribute finan- 
cial support (for example, as part of the "A Million for Afghanistan” campaign, 
which is humanitarian, medical and political); we will mobilize worldwide public 
opinion. in any war, in any repression, the support of worldwide public opinion for 
the peoples that are its victims has always been indispensable (and when it did not 
exist, a8 in Biafre, in Timor, in Cambodia under the Pol Pot regime, it was possible 
for massacres to be perpetrated with total impunity). The liberations of the last 
few decades were supported by international awareness. 


The international position of the accused must become untenable for the Soviet gov- 
ernment, a8 was the case for France at the end of the Algeria war, or for the 

United States at the end of the Vietnam war. There is nothing to indicate that a 
Soviet public opinion hostile to the war will not be demonstrated one day. What has 
never happened before can happen tomorrow. The outcome of this war depends very much 
on our support of the Afghanistan people. 


On 6 June the Movement for Support of the Afghan People” (which has counterparts in 
other countries besides France) held a 6-hour meeting at the Mutual Benefit Hall. it 
is Organized on 4 national scale, into local committees which have given, and will 
continue to give other forms of support. It will support the Afghan people until it 
has gained its freedom! 


A Piea for Aid

[Text] Afghanistan has become an obligatory reference in a speech, nothing more. 
The government does not dare annoy the Soviet Union and the left does not dare annoy 
the PCF. Television and press reportage is wrong in showing a resistance that is too 
heroic not to be reactionary. The spectacle of death scarcely disturbs slumbering 
consciences at any price. 
1. The Revolution 


They say there is a revolution in Afghanistan and, automatically, a counter-revolu- 
tion; this was recentiy given support on television by Mr Alleg, speaking to 
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brilliant journalists who could only raise their eyes to heaven, "It's Like Royal- 
ist insurgents," added the former victim of torture from Algiers, It is enough to 
give it a good label, 


But there is not a revolution in Afghanistan, there is satellization. The Khalq and 
Parcham Parties are nothing, a few city dwellers, small office-holders, a "super- 
structure” cut off from the country, a structure for collaboration with the occupant 
that is maintained by the occupant alone; their perfunctory armod Marxism is limited 
to destroying the tribal tissue, a la Pol Pot. The communist argument, "What, you 
want a second Pol Pot?" is no longer valid because the Russians have supported ali 
of pase assassins after putting them in place, and only intervened because of the 
resistance, 


So in Afghanistan it is a matter of an imported socialism totally unadapted to the 
country, like the tractors Rene Dumont spoke of, growing rusty in a countryside un- 
prepared for their use. For all that, by rejecting it one does not come back to the 
"feudal lords" and large landowners; Iran, in all its convulsive movements and con- 
tradictions, is opening up a popular and autonomous way. And in Afghanistan, in the 
resistance, a new country is being forged. 


2. Realism 


By replacing revolution with satellization we have only made our case worse. 
Afghanistan, satellized, becomes untouchable. The country, moreover, had fallen un- 
der the influence of the Soviets during the 1960's without disturbing the West. The 
Soviets installed a government there of their own persuasion, which is natural. 
Faced with deterioration, their army intervened, which is logical. No doubt they 
would rather have continued to hold the country by means of Afghans who had been 
placed in between; but what can socialism do, withdraw? What is left for Afghan 
people to do, resign themselves? What can their friends do? What can anyone do 
against dividing up the world? 


This is really what the French Government is thinking, the right already, yet, again 
submissive. But this is also what those on the left prefer not to think about too 
much. Formidable realism, in fact, which has very little in it to be opposed to. 
Human rights, freedom for peoples, custom and usage; these words appear terribly 
naked even as they are pronounced. The Czechs, a subtle people, understood it weli, 
as we would understand it--or will understand it--in their place. The Polish, ig- 
norant and drunken, might well have the bad taste to fire on the glorious Red Army, 
which would have a bad result. The Afghans prefer to die. What an idea! And that 
is what the Poles are saying: "What! Those filthy Afghans are holding onto the 
lead." And the Iranians are saying, “It's all very well, Soviet aid, but if it has 
to come the way it came to our neighbor--"" While all this is going on, the Afghans 
are fighting. Sadat seems to be sending them little by little the Soviet equipment 
he is no longer using since he is in good with the Americans. Thus, when the 
Russians receive a Soviet bomb, they do not have to say thank you. 


The resisters cannot win, but they can hold on; this is reason enough to give them 
the means. To hold on until their courage shakes the conscience of the whole world. 
To hold on until they acquire credibility. But Sadat is not enough for that. For 
the Afghans to really hold on, the Americans should really help them, as the Russians 
helped Vietnam. This may be one of the reasons for the American discretion; if the 
Afghanistan affair expanded and then ended in defeat, that would be one defeat too 
many. 
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In any case, to finish with realism, the resistance is armed and will continue to be 
armed, more or less discreetly, It may one find itself in a position to obtain an 
international ruling, if the policy followed by the Soviet empire were to meet with 
considerable difficulty here and there. 


5. The Peace 


We would disdainfully reject the peace argument if this were not what is agitating 
the Soviet government. by creating troubles in Afghanistan, the Westerners are 
compromising detente. So let us draw our red shutters tight and say again that 
detente does not exist; that in any case, what is taking its place has never been as 
well supported as during the Vietnam war; that war has never stopped all over the 
world without really putting "peace" in danger; that there are as many experts to 
dispute Soviet military superiority as there are to affirm it; that, although 
Afghaniscan presents a common frontier with the socialist bloc--as was also the case 
with Vietnam--for a time it does not participate any less in the peripheral strategy, 
in which one can lose a battle without losing face and without being pushed farther 
than is necessary. The Soviet Union will not go to war for Afghanistan. 


4. The Left 


If the first argument is the most hypocritical, the second the most real, the third 
the most ridiculous, the fourth is the most pathetic; it is the argument of the left, 
in truth well worthy of it. It is less an argument than a state of mind: let us 
not further weaken the left for its bougnoles [translation unknown], let us not look 
as if we are for the Americans, let us not push the PCF all the way. 


This general comment must be made first, that France, which could not have cared 
less about the Algeria war, cares even less than that about Afghanistan; with the 
aggravating circumstance that, although the Algeria war was able to act upon the 
left as a unifying factor, a strengthening and reorganizing factor, Afghanistan's 
war would be a divisive factor. As a matter of fact, Algeria also divided before it 
united. It divided the "living" left and the apparatus, especially that of the 
SFIO [French Section of the Workers International], which did not survive it. It 
then favored the emergence of a new left, from which something may still be hoped 
for. Reversing the poles, today we have a PCF that is just as unspeakable as the 
old SF1O, that sujports--it would send the contingent there again if it were asked 
to do so--a neo-colonial war that is indignantly condemned on the left. (But part- 
ners are still just as rare.) Why would this war not play the same cauterizing role 
against the PCF as the Algeria war did against the SFIO? 


Of course we do not yet see the PCF supporters turning away from it in distrust. 
This is because no one could be at one and the same time against the multinationals 
and for the Americans. Nor could anyone censure’ those who are suffering the con- 
sequences of the French Government's economic policy for not putting Afghanistan at 
the top of the list of their reoccupations. This is really what the pro-Russian 
leadership is counting on, as in the Communist Party's best times; it intends to get 
its foreign policy passed with its social policy. For all that, the CGT was not 
obliged to be dishonored, or--perhaps worse--to be ridiculed, by discovering happy 
union members in Kabul. Nor was the CFDT [French Democratic Confederation of Labor] 
forced to remain under siege, and so intimidated. In this way, when all is said and 
done, under cover of defending the oppressed in France one can massacre whomever 
one wants to abroad. 
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The PSF [French Socialist Party), which might have an interest in putting itself 
forward, is hardly getting its feet wet. It is only a party of notables. The PSP 
had had a beautiful and noble idea: to support the women of the Place de Mai in 
front of the Argentinian Lmbassy, A demonstration that also had the advantage of 
putting the Communist Party in the wrong for demonstrating for Chile and Bolivia 
but saying nothing about Argentina, the Russians' great friend. We went to that 
demonstration for its secosd anniversary, which was announced in the press. Forty 
persons, but not one youth, not one union member, not one leftist. To each his own 
poverty. 


Could the leftists, who have supported so many struggles, who succeeded so well in 
their fight for Vietnam, have run out of wind? Pinally, after a year, it was de- 
cided to launch a subscription of 100 million. But one hardly hears it mentioned. 
Where is the sound, where is the fury? "Don't touch Poland," they shout on all 
Sides, though no one has done anything about it yet. And Afghanistan? 


5. What is to be Done? 


Indignation, as is to be expected, is part of the game and bothers no one. But to 
arm the resistance--hold on! The Russians might do a double take, and then the PCF 
might really cry for the CIA. However, that is what must be done, and with all 
urgency. 


Let us not turn for that to the government. It has its policy; its effect can be 
seen. There are committees tor aid to Afghanistan, but their impact is too weak, 
they have to be taken over by large organizations. But here is Mr Mitterrand, who 
is looking for a big project, who calls the lost Communists to his side; here is a 
Socialist Party without troops but affluent; here is a CFDT rich in militants; here 
is a generous youth; here are actually the CGT and the PCF people to whom the policy 
of their leadership is disgusting. Our inferno is all ready and only awaits the 
match. Of course Afghanistan is not a project, but it can be a moral start, a de- 
sire for rupture and revival. 


Let the whole European socialist group, which represents a considerable force, take 
the initiative of a large subscription, and the money thus collected will make it 
possible to give the resistance military aid that is consequential at last. This 
Campaign should be resumed in the European Parliament, and might induce certain gov- 
ernments to commit themselves in their turn. 


What is preventing Mr Mitterrand, Mr Mayor, from starting today? One can hem and 
haw; so I will say, so as not to tire the reader further, that I would not give much 
for a left that is united over the corpse of Afghanistan.

SITUATION IN APGHANISTAN REVIEWED

{Text} /One year ago, on 27 December, the Soviet Army intervened in Afghanistan and 
installed Babrak Karmal in office. Although in the last few months the Polish cri- 
Sis has somewhat eclipsed that straightforward intervention, the Afghanistan war con- 
tinues nonetheless, with no military or political solution in sight. 


President Carter paid homage on Wednesday to the "brave resistance of the Afghan 
people, which continues its struggle for independence and the right to determine its 
own political future." 


Saudi Arabia, on the other hand, has let it be known that the USSR should withdraw 
from Afghanistan before making statements on security in the Gulf, as Mr Brezhnev 
did recently./ [printed in boldface] 





Moscow--The crisis of confidence in East-West relations brought about by a military 
intervention that caught the West unprepared, has not been resolved. On the con- 
trary, it has been worsened by the other conflicts or tensions that have appeared 
elsewhere in the world, and it has led the United States and its allies to be sus- 
picious of Moscow's intentions everywhere. One year after the arrival of 

Babrak Karmal in Kabul in Russian wagons, the Kremlin's underlying intentions are 
even less clear because the situation appears to be totally blocked, whether in the 
interior of Afghanistan or "all around," to employ the Soviet terminology. For 
Moscow, in fact, there is no "Afghan question," there are only problems created 
"all around Afghanistan" by the interference of American “imperialists” and Chinese 
“hegemonists." 


In the interior, the Soviets have not succeeded in a whole year in providing solid- 
ity for the team in power. Without a doubt they consecrated Mr Karmal by receiving 
him in Moscow in October, but for all that they have not put an end to the fratri- 
cidal rivalries between the two rival communist groups, the Parcham (the flag) and 
the Khalq (the people), which since the April 1978 revolution have been arguing over 
the power. The regime's dignitaries continue to disappear; some are under arrest, 
others may even have joined the resistance. 


The Soviet leaders had to receive Mr Karmal in Moscow to confer on him as much inter- 
national representativeness as possible, in case he should want to engage in nego- 
tiations with the Pakistanis and the Iranians. But at the same time they made him 
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their friend, and were thus deprived of any possibility of maneuvering by expand- 
ing the government or seeking 4 new leader who would be more acceptable to a broad 
stratum of the population, 


As far as the military is concerned, the Soviet Army seems not to have won any de- 
Cisive success, Despite the victory bulletins published in Kabul and Moscow, the 
resisters continue their raids. PRAVDA itself has just acknowledged this. The 
Soviets hold Kabul and the provincial seats, and they control the main roads in the 
daytime, but at night the ambushes and attacks are resumed; even in the capital the 
resisters continue to distribute a clandestine newspaper. The series of table- 
thumping operations conducted by the Red Army in various provinces has not produced 
the expected results, although the Afghan resistance is receiving no significant 
outside aid. The only positive point for the USSR is that the diverse movements of 
the resistance have not been able to find any unity, nor even a political expression 
that would enable them to appeal to the international authorities. 


With their total number estimated at between 45,000 and 100,000 men, the Soviet con- 
tingent has had no massive augmentation--nor any reduction, contrary to what the 
spectacular announcement in June may have led us to believe. So there are too few 
of them to bring the resistance to an end, but committing a contingent two or three 
times larger would negate the assertions of "normalization" proffered by the Soviet 
leaders, would increase the anxiety of Afghanistan's neighbors and no doubt that of 
the Soviet population as well. 


The Kremlin continues to justify the presence of its troops by the "undeclared war 
being waged by the mercenaries trained by imperialists and hegemonists against the 
legitimate government" of Kabul. Mr Brezhnev has just repeated again during his 
visit to India that the "imperialists" assert that they want the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan, but "they are doing everything to prevent it." 


As far as Moscow is concerned, in fact, the solution to the crisis created "all 
around Afghanistan" is coming about through acceptance by Islamabad and Tehran of 
the proposals put forward last 14 May by the Kabul government with the unequivocal 
support of Soviet diplomacy. These proposals, the essential core of which consists 
of direct negotiations with Babrak Karmal, precisely boil down to having the 

27 Dec 1979 bid for power ratified. The great powers would then be called upon to 
guarantee the accords specifying non-interference in Afghan internal affairs that 
were signed by Iran and Pakistan. Only after that would it be possible to raise 
"the question of the time table for beginning the withdrawal of the limited contin- 
gent of Soviet troops which is in Afghanistin at the request of the Afghan govern- 
ment and people." 


The USSR having ambiguous relations with Tehran, and Iran being more preoccupied 
with its conflict with Iraq than with the fate of the Afghan resisters, it is on 
Pakistan that Soviet diplomacy is exerting the heaviest pressure, by propaganda but 
also by small violations of Pakistani air space, as if to remind them of the very 
close presence of the red army. That country, which possesses hardly anything but 
the declared support of China--unless Mr Reagan haggles over supporting it, as 

Mr Carter did--, is the weakest link in the resistance front against the Soviet in- 
tervention in Afghanistan. 


However, the Pakistanis appear to have been reassured by the slim results obtained 
by Mr Brezhnev when he visited New Delhi. They believe strongly that the head of 
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the Soviet party and state is not convincing Mae Gandhi that she should tolerate the 
Soviet pressure, But India, which has justified--without approving it~--Moscow's ac- 
tion in Kabul, understood that it had more to lose than to gain, especially within 
the nonaligned movement, by playing the Kremlin's game, The results of the debate 
on Afghanistan in the United Nations, in which the USSR appeared to be very much 
isolated, supported only by its closest allies, provided a new demonstration of this. 


That failure, which was all the more stinging for the Soviets because it was deliv- 
ered by an even stronger majority than on the very day efter their intervention, 
when emotion was at its peak, did not prevent Mr Brezhnev from embarking on 4 new 
diplomatic offensive i» connection with the Indian Ocean and the Persian Gulf. 
Deadlocked on the presence of tens of thousands of soldiers a few hundred kw from 
the area under consideration, he attacked the presence of American ships, even while 


proposing a plan for peace, 


There is a double connection with the Afghanistan affair: on one hand, the aim of 
Brezhnev's new plan is to cause the "Kabul coup" to be forgotten, but one may wonder 
on the other hand, if the purpose of the intervention in Afghanistan had not been-- 
among other USSR goals--to form closer ties with the Gulf and become part of a region 
from which it had thus far been virtually absent (LE MONDE, 12 December). Barely a 
month after the red army's entry into Kabul, Mr Brezhnev had outlined the idea of an 
international guarantee for the oil communications channels. The Indian Ocean prob- 
lem was also mentioned in the Afghanistan government's proposals of 14 May, and the 
plan presented by Mr Brezhnev in New Delhi proposed that "there be created no ob- 
stacles or threats to normal commercial exchange and the use of maritime communica- 
tions connecting the states of this region to the other countries of the world." 


Thus this plan appears to be a metamorphosis of the Asiatic peace and security zone 
that was proposed in 1973 by the secrets,y general of the Communist Party, but was 
shelved following the rather cold welcome it received in the capitals concerned. 


Of course there is some cynicism on Moscow’. part when it speaks of "non-interfer- 
ence," of “respect for nonalignment,” of the “sovereign right of the states of the 
region" while its troops are fighting in Afghanistan. But by increasing its propos- 
als at every opportunity the Kremlin may be hoping on the one hand to occupy the 
diplomatic terrain and on the other hand to achieve its ends with the help of that 
perseverance and patience that previously led the West to accept the status quo in 
Europe at the Helsinki Conference. 


The situation may be more difficult insofar as international confidence has been bad- 
ly shaken. Despite the timid and rather disgraceful attempts of the French and West 
German leaders, the freeze in East-West relations since September 1979 has to all 
practical purposes not been broken down. Perhaps the Reagan administration, more 
interested in power-to-power relations, will end it, but the insistence of the 
President-elect's associates on the idea of /linkage/ [in italics] can only dis- 
please the Soviets. 


The “hardening” of the French position is very irritating to Moscow's leaders; not 
only has “nothing changed" in Afghanistan, as the Paris representative to the UN 
Stated, but the Kremlin has tried to get into the good graces of France and the other 
Europeans by ridiculous maneuvers. It should be no surprise, then, if the French at- 
titude today is not without frustration. 
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ARTICLE ANALYZES POSSIBLE STRATEGY, RISKS OF SOVIETS

[Text] in the short range, Soviet strategy in Afghanistan seem a4 failure and a 
paradox. The failure is the inability to set up 4 etable regime. The paradox is 
that the Red Army does not seem to provide iteelf the meane for 4 military victory. 
The Soviet troops’ massive intervention in December 1979 sealed the downfall of Pre- 
sident Amin's revolutionary regime. The frenzied terrorism of the dictator and his 
group showed they were unable to retain a sufficiently broad social base: the revo- 
lution cut iteelf off trom the peasantry in 4 country where it is the essential part 
of the population. The government wae only supported by the petty bourgeois urban 
intelligensia, divorced from Afghan eocial reality.* The Afghan communist party is 
divided into two groupe: the Khalq, in power, and the Parcham of Mr Babrak Karmel, 
in the opposition. The Khalq became so hated by the population that the Soviets, 
after a fruitless conciliation effort, had to place the Parcham at the head of the 
regime. But if the Khalq had a certain social base, however narrow (teachers, higher 
school students, officers, a few poor peasants), the Parcham grouped mainly the 
“leftist” children of the upper bourgeoisie, after the example of Mr Babrak Karaei, 
eon of a general. Suddenly the tranemiesion belt, already well worn out, broke. 

The army is a typical example. Stronghold of the regi@e, it began to be overequipped 
by the Soviets and showered with all advantages. But if the Khalqie were firghanded 
communists, ready for detente, they were also fierce nationalists, unlike the 
Parchamists. Clashes between th army and the Soviet advisers already occurred under 
Amin (garrison revolt of Kabul in August 1979) but they increased after the invasion. 
Mutinies and desertions imposed heavy losses on the Afghan Army; large amounts of 
materiel went into resistance hands. 





An army weak and drained, an administration which, when it exists at all, operates 

in slow motion, the settling of accounts between rival groups: the Soviets, failing 
to “Afghanize” the war, are forced to take charge and assume management of the economy 
and administer a country larger than France. 


Limited Operations 


There is o paradox in the way the war is conducted. The largest land aray in the 
world does not succeed in getting the better of a handful of rebelling peasante. 


*The author spent some time last summer with the guerrillas, in Nuristan, sortheast 
of Kabul. 
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Contrary te what hee sometimes been eaid, there ie eo genecide, in the stfiet sense 
of the word, lt is 4 wart, @ hare war! when the Sewlete attack @ sone they are net 
bringing gifte, and the differentiation between combatants and civilians being tae 
possibile, as in ail guerrilla warfare, the people are subject te hareh suffering 
(villages raged to the ground, harvests destroyed, ete), But thie ie aot « syetemetic

An exemple: the sopping wp of the lower walley of Peteh in May 1980, Thies walley 
was closed of f by the large base of Chaghe=Serei.

vier “wabressa” of armored helicopters (about 60, according to all the witnesses,

The Afghans were surprised by this attack end the first villages were entirely de- 
stroyed, with heavy civilien lesses, But the columm went up practically at 4 walk, 
and the peasants hed time to leave the most distant villages. The Mujahidin tried 
to counterattack! they were rendered powerless by the machinegune and helicopter 
guns. However, each time a Seviet was hit (which 4id not happen often) the colum 
Stopped until the body was remewed, it destroyed ewerything in ite path, but the 
ishabitants were no longer there. The cleaning out of over 40 kilometers lasted 

2 days, then the colum made an about turn. What ie striking is the ineffectiveness 
of such 4 military operation: the Afghans, who had 200 to 300 dead, recccupied the 
terrain as soon as the colum departed. On the other hand, so commande operation 
was attempted to cut off the vetreat limes of the combatants, According te some 
reports 4 paratroop company was dropped into 4 ravine and wae almost entirely anni- 
hilated by the Afghans. Those whe reported this incident to us, whe hed participated 
in this fighting, told we of their astoniehment both because of the paratroopers 
incompetence, in allowing themselves to be trapped so easily, and, above ail, the 
lack of coordination of Soviet troops, who had allowed the company to be annihilated 
without intervening in time. All cred'ble reports we could obtain (internal guerrilias 
ate much more modest and realistic then the emigres) confire the heaviness, slowness 
and finally the lack of efficiency of the Bed Arey. Gbwiously this is sot an anti- 
guerrilla army, as corroborated by the sewe filtering through the press on the refore 
of combat writs, 








Since the withdrawal! of Muslim troops (whose tendency to sympathize with the popula 
tion was confirmed to ws everywhere), the Red Army is composed of conscripts from the 
west: Russians, Virainians, and people from the Baitic. The contempt they diepiay 
for the Afghan pescant excludes 411 possibility of good relations and they are 
obviously not motivated. They are an army of conscripts and functionaries and are 
mot overzealous. from the military airport at Jelallabed armed helicopters are seen 
taking off at fixed hours on their siesions; soldiers stroll around, shirte wide open 
and guitar in hand. Obviously headquarters is taking wery great care to limit human 
losses; there are no Russian prisoners (but also, many combatants tend to finish then 
off quickly). Operations, sot too frequent, are conducted with very heavy equipment 
and troops. The target sone is devastated, as confirmed in apocalyptical and genuine 
reports from refugees, but «a few kilometers farther on, a0 one would be hit. If this 
type of operation were systematically conducted, one might at least think, along with 
others, that the military policy sowght to throw the aaxiaun sumber of inhabitants 
into refugee camps in Pakistan. Sut nothing indicates that there ie in fact 4 delib- 
erate effort in this regard.

But nothing is certain, for thie situation also presente great differences from that 
in the Muslim Soviet republics, where they could count on progressive nationaliste. 
No doubt the USSR thought this was the case with the Khalq, but times have changed: 
in Afghanistan as in Iran nationalism no longer is necessarily identified with the 
left, even less with the USSR, but rather with Islam. It is a new fact. Until now 
traditional Islam has mistrusted the idea of fatherland and nation: Turkish Arab 
nationalists were of the laity, even Christians (such as Michel Aflaq); nationalists 
in Russian Turkestan were avowed atheists, it is recalled, Traditionalists, themselves, 
called for the "Umma", the community of believers, and the great national states were 
constructed in opposition to the religious organizations. (Ataturk against the 
caliph, Reza shah against the Shiite clergy, Nasir against the Muslim Brotherhood). 
To be sure, in Afghanistan national feeling is slow tc emerge from tribal and ethnic 
loyalties. But the Soviet invasion sealed a de facto alliance between all components 
of the mosaic of that country. The only “leftist” nationalists are the Khalqis, but, 
aqueezed between the Soviets and the resistance, their future is uncertain: as for 
the Parchamists, they rightly pass for simple collaborators. If the Khalqis are 
hated (and feared) the Parchamists are merely despised. 


It is an uncertain venture to create from beginning to end a new class of technicians 
and workers, acculturated, apolitical, modernist, enjoying material advantages, who, 
by merely wishing to retain their privileges, would become the interested servants 
of the new regime. But this class, too, could be taken with the dynamics of a re- 
ligious nationalism of which we see other examples in the East. 


Between the two wars communist policy could be applied in the Muslim Socialist repub- 
lics because the Islamic movement then was completely cut off from the nationalist 
movement and because the anti-Muslim struggle was led by native persons at a time 
when Islam was on the defensive everywhere. That is no longer the case. 


Finally, for such a plan to succeed, the USSR must possess the means of creating from 
the beginning an industrialized and modern country, and this is by no means assured. 
Lacking this, it would be a perpetual military occupation. This, however, does not 
necessarily represent a heavy burden: the military staff might find it advantageous 
to dispose of a nearby and inexpensive terrain for maneuver. Military logic is 

not always the same as political logic: a diplomatic impasse could in the end offer 
them a place for spreading out. Since armies are made for war it is more important 
for them not to lose wars than to think of long-range solutions. The Soviet occupa- 
tion in Sepqutoten would thus confirm the existence of a military-industrial complex 
in the UssR.“

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ALGERLAN ASSESSMENT OF REAGAN'S LATIN AMERICAN POLICY

[Text] It is perhaps premature to predict what foreign policy line will be fol- 
lowed by Reagan aiter he is sworn into office on 20 January, especially since the 
former governor of California has never been directly involved with international 
problems. Nevertheless, one can always begin by looking at his pre-election 

statements on world affairs and the American fu.ceign policy he intends to follow. 


In general, the 40th president of the United States preaches a return to the 
“imperial policy.” But has the United States ever really abandoned that policy, 
even for a day? Not to our knowledge. It is more accurate to say that the Ameri- 
cans have rather been forced to adapt to international realities, which are no 
longer those that existed after World War II or during the cold war period. 
Naturally, the United States still has a great deal of room to maneuver in some 
world affairs, but it is having increasing difficulty achieving the goals of its 
foreign policy. 


Different From Carter's Style 


Reagan will therefore not escape that determinism despite his startling statemente 
about the systematic recourse to military, economic and financial interventionism. 
Furthermore ,for specifically internal reasons and independently of the fact that 
his positions are somewhat different from those of Carter, Reagan will not be able 
to leap over everything his predecessors have done or make radical changes in 

the entire political action strategy of the United States, at least not in the 
immediate future. After all, the men to whom he entrusted the National Security 
Council and the State Department, the two organizations in charge of foreign 
policy, were all to some degree linked with the American foreign policy of pre- 
vious administrations, particularly that of Nixon. 


Having said this much, one thing is certain: The style with which Reagan is going 
to wage his foreign policy will be different from that of Carter, even opposite 

to it. The new American president will not be bothered with considerations con- 
cerned with “respect for human rights" for which his predecessor tried to gain 
acceptance. He will be more direct and therefore less flexible. Just as much as 
Carter tried to sell American imperialism with tact, Reagan will forge ahead like 
a bulldozer wherever possible and for the same objectives. 








Everything leads one to think that the first field of action of Reagan's foreign 
policy will be the entire American continent, There are two arguments for this: 
Piret of all, Reagan pleads for a return to the old concept that precisely defined 
relations between the “leader and ite neighbors.” Second, Reagan took hie first 
steps in the international arena in a country on the American continent: Mexico,

The vieit which the future occupant of the White House made to Mexican President 
Jose Lopez Portillo last week in fact demonstrates Reagan's haste to consolidate 
the United States’ alliances, influence and leadership throughout the American 
continent, In meeting with the Mexican president, observers say, Reagan laid the 
cornerstone of the “North American agreement” between the United States, Mexico and 
Canada which he proposed at the beginning of his campaign and whose theme he took 
up in a speech on 19 October 1980, in order to restore American order throughout 
the continent. But Mexico does not seem to agree on the continental objectives of 
the future American president. The Mexican president has not concealed his con- 
cern, since the election of the Republican candidate, over the possibility of a4 
return to an American gunboat policy in Latin America, especially in countries such 
as El Salvador, Nicaragua or Guatenala. 


Reagan is in fact determined to step up aid to countries whose political sympathies 
are in keeping with those of the United States, to intervene more “directly” in 
the affairs of their regime, as in those of Latin American nations hostile to the 
American policy. Henceforth, the Salvadorean regime will receive sore than mere 
words of support from members of the future American administration in order to 
meet an imminent general guerrilla offensive. 


After 20 January then, one can expect an increase in American military expansion 
in the Caribbean and Latin America. Military dictaterships will be “favored” and 
“strengthened” and nationalist governments in the region will be “destabilized.” 


Within this context, one must point out that the outgoing president, Carter, is 
not as democratic as his public relations experts would have had us believe. He 
quickly packed up his stories about the principles of human rights and reverted to 
the traditional policy of American intervention. Carter overthrew the patriotic 
government of Michael Manley in Jamaica, endangered the revolutions in Grenada and 
Nicaragua and prevented £1 Salvador from becoming another Nicaragua. He also made 
plans for an invasion of Cuba, particularly by setting up a military commando base 
at Cayo Hueso in Florida, 90 miles off the Cuban coast, and strengthened the U. 5. 
base at Guantanamo, Cuban territory illegally occupied by Washington. In fact, 
Reagan will only be continuing Carter's action in the Caribbean and Latin America 
and will even hasten the process. 


Central America and Cuba will apparently be Reagan's first targets: £1 Salvador, 
threatened by a left in the image of the Nicaraguan Sandinistas; Guatemala, which 
is evoiving in the same direction; Nicaragua, whose successful revolution is 
spreading like a spot of oil; Costa Rica, Honduras and Panama, whose regimes are 
at a crossroads, growing more radical in keeping with the aspirations of their 
peopies and fleeing from the arms of the Americans; and Cuba, which Reagan accuses 
of being the “destabilizer” par excellence of the American continent.

and friendship with the Soviet Union, are all indications which promote Soviet ease 
of mind in resorting to diplomatic threats. 


Apart from these factors, the problem which has prompted the Soviets to feel justi- 
fied in warning the Iranian government about the Afghan protest has been the 
decreasing fervor of fundamentalists in defending Afghanistan, It is quite clear 
that the Soviets perceive great demonstrations being staged in Iran for the cause 
of South Lebanon and enormous propaganda being broadcast by the radio television 
organization of the Islamic Republic in thise context, However, as far as 
Afghanistan is concerned, everything remains quiet and even news about the struggle 
of the Afghan nation is limited to periodic broadcasts reflecting statements of 
international news agencies, thus the Soviets see that on the anniversary of occupa- 
tion of Afghanistan, the ruling fundamentalists do not act in any manner indicating 
our practical support for the Afghan nation. Then it is quite clear that they feel 
justified in demanding the preservation of diplomatic immunity for their spy nest. 
Consequently not only their wish would be met but the possibility of such threat 
would also be removed. They would become overjoyed if the Iranian government 

would deport the Afghans from Iran and denounce them as being “pro-American” or 
level similar trumped up charges at them. But what could be our response to 

Soviet protests? 


International laws which elucidate aggression, oppression and justify occupation 
of countries are valid only in dust bins of history. You and the likes of you 
possess your own exclusive international laws. On the one hand you justify your- 
self in attacking Afghanistan and occupying it and on the other hand you want to 
enjoy diplomatic immunity. You have committed aggression in Afghanistan and a 
bloody war is raging between you and that nation and in this war we defend the 
Afghan nation. Our nation supports and backs the Afghan nation. Our nation does 
not cover up this support but declares it to all the world. The movement of 
Afghans residing in Tehran indicates the anger and hate felt by the Afghan nation 
against the occupiers of her country. This anger and hate is holy and justifiable 
and it is supported by us. Thus though the Iranian government is obliged to ob- 
serve the piinciples of international law, not out of fear from superpowers but 
because of her international commitments and this fact could not overshadow the 
main principle of rendering all-out support to the liberation war of the Afghan 
nation. 


We are not neutral in the war raging in Afghanistan and this must be known and 
understood by Soviet social imperialists, The Iranian government must declare 
this clear-cut position of the Iranian nation so that it should never, even for a 
moment, enter the minds of the Kremlin Tzars and their servants that observance of 
international law would even minutely, undermine the principle of the case. Thus 
our response to Soviet protest note is as follows: 











Extension of support and intensified all-out backing of liberation movement of the 
Afghan nation is the main nucleus and basis of our response to the Soviet protest. 
They must be told that if you know how to lull one to sleep, why do you not go to 
sleep yourself? You, who are so meticulous about international law, why do you 
not breath a word about crimes such as the occupation of Afghanistan and the 
incident in our consulate in Baku which was hushed up by the Iranian authorities, 


Support for Afghanistan means backing the staunch and unwavering front of a nation 
which is vigorously facing Soviet aggression, Thus support of thie front 

directly amounts to hoisting the flag of ‘neither Bast nor Weet' of our revolution 
and serves the independence of Iran, Assistance rendered to the Afghan nation 
weakens and punishes the Soviet Union and assists our independence, Contrary to 
professions of compromising ideologies, support for Afghanistan does not intensify 
Soviet encroachment but impedes it to a greater extent. The greater this obstacle 
becomes, the motto that “the Soviets aleo cannot do a thing" comes closer to 


reality, 
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MAJLES REPRESENTATIVE SPEAKS ON INTERNAL POLITICS 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 23 Dec 80 p 3 


[Excerpts] KEYHAN Political Service--The Majles convened 
yesterday chaired by Hojjatoleslam Hashemi Rafsanjani. 
During the session it was voted to allow domestic policy 
guidelines to remain in force another month. What follows 
is a speech and remarks by a Majles representative during 
yesterday's session. 





Morteza Alviri, representative of the people of Damavand, as a speaker prior to 
the start of the day's business, said: Unorthodox ideological borrowing and 
polytheism are problems we have had before the revolution and which we also have 
now. An orthodox revolution must be entirely in accordance with our prophet's 
first slogan, [quoting the Koran] “Say there is no God but God and prosper" if 
it is to be based upon God. Therefore no other God, object of worship, or way 
based on any other thing than God is acceptable. Unfortunately, however, we are 
now faced with deviationist tendencies to the right and to the left which are 
trying to work themselves into our Islamic ideology and our genuine orthodox 
line. I am mostly concerned with the ideological deviation we are now faced 
with, which falls into two categories. 


One of these is borrowings in the areas of law, policy, and problem solving which 
must be put into practice along with what has been passed on to us by the 
idolaters. If you look at the sad state of our administrative offices during 
the time of the interim government and the situation that still persists though 
it has been 2 years since the victory of the revolution, unfortunately a great 
many of those relationships still dominate in our ministries. This is precisely 
why the revolution ushered in entirely new laws and criteria, but the system 
that governs our society is one that has survived intact from the time of the 
idolaters, and that has not been upended by a revolutionary, fundamentalist move- 
ment. 


Something that must definitely be done within a very short time and which I 
believe is mainly the responsibility of the Majles is to deliver our ministries 
from these dualisms. This dualism is connected on one end to the decadent 
imperial regime and on the other end to the splendid Islamic revolution that 
wants to build human beings. 
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Another problem that has us by the neck these daye is the inclination toward the 
West, which amounts to another ideological borrowing. People who do not recog= 
nize Islam as a complete school which can satisfy and fulfill the various aspects 
of man and society and/or do not recognize this school want to bring the country 
close to one of the superpowers in some way. They view the slogan of the Islamic 
Republic, “neither East nor West,” as an imaginary concept with no realistic 
possibilities. The genuine line of the revolution, for which blood was shed, was 
in fact the very line that was able to achieve an unbelievable victory over all 
accounts that existed formerly. Deviationiste and most groups that were active, 
basing most of their reckoning on precedents in the West and the East, figured we 
were in for a long war which would begin with guerrilla warfare in the cities, 
would then spread to the villages and then form a freedom army which would then 
overthrow the Imperial regime. Any way we looked at that escenario we saw that it 
would take at least 20 years to create a revolution in thie country. That same 
process that was able to bring this revolution to victory in a very short time 
because it brought forth new criteria, has the power to do a good job of managing 
the country and to spread this revolution around the world. Because of the short- 
sightedness that many people have, however, deviationists have been able to impose 
their deviationist processes on the revolution because they were organized 
throughout the country at the beginning of the revolution and they have been able 
to occupy positions of power. Those deviationists still exist, unfortunately, 

The various deviationist factions are now trying to stand against the genuine 

line of the revolution, which is the line of the Imam and of Islam, with unity 

and closed ranks. He then added: Therefore the great message to those who truly 
feel a sense of responsibility for the blood of our martyrs is to know precisely 
the characteristics of these deviationists, and especially those who lean toward 
the West, and to recognize one of its most prominent signs: The line that inclines 
toward the West, though it sees itself as orthodox, has deviated from the School. 
Meaning, we see that in order to firm up its position, to attain power, and to 
preserve the power it has, it continually strays from the School in obvious ways. 
It strays from the line of the leadership and from the orders of the leadership. 
What is strange is that the guilty party accuses the other fellow of being power- 
hungry and opportunistic. 
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OPPRESSED LIBERATION FRONT GIVES PROPOSALS TO MAJLES

[Text] The World Oppressed Liberation Front issued a statement in which it was 
announced that [Iranian foreign policy is in the hands of dual nationality accommo- 
dationists and that this has kept Iran out of contact with liberation movements 
throughout the world. It reads as follows: 


In the Name of God, the Merciful, the Compassionate 


The Moslem students following the Imam's line, with their praiseworthy plan, that 
is a revolution bigger than the first revolution, in which they revealed the cor- 
rupt spy nest at the American embassy, exposed the traitorous American imperialist 
plots against the Islamic revolution and other oppressed people's revolutions, 
illuminated the essence of the accommodationist government, destroyed America's 
hopes for a step-by-step policy of green cards, liberal political isolationism 
and nationalist patriotism, had planned to propose a world organization of freedom 
movements. A meeting was to be held on 16 Azar 1358 [7 Dec 1979] in Tehran, but 
because of the condition of one of the invited groups it was postponed and finally 
the idea was abandoned when the meeting was cancelled in the month of Dey [22 Dec 
1979 — 21 Jan 1980] of the same year. 


For nearly a year we have been denied friendly relations with developing countries 
and freedom movements, ever since Iran's foreign policy has been in the hands of 
liberal government officials, dual nationality accommodationists, and/or those 
who do not believe in the export of the revolution. We remember that the Foreign 
Minister prevented entry into Iran of brother Sa'd Mojabbar, Secretary of the 
Libyan People's Office, through his recommendations to all Iranian embassy offi- 
cials, even though this writer bitterly denounced severed relations with Libya 

in order to publicize the counterrevolutionary line of the interim government with 
the aid of the struggling clergy and sincere revolutionaries. Finally the people 
of Libya established friendly relations with the Islamic nation of Iran. When the 
interim government severed friendly ties with the corrupt regime in Egypt we all 
knew that the Imam of the nation had ordered the Bazargan government to do this. 


We will not go over the recommendations and orders from the Imam of the nation and 
Ayatollah Montazeri to the government to support and back freedom movements. 
Throughout the time of the interim government we saw that nothing was done to carry 
out these plans. On the contrary, ties were formed between questionable, non- 
genuine organizations, while they deliberately gave no hope to the combative Moslem 





brothers of Muru and Fatani and other Islamic and oppressed movements. They even 
maintained economic and cultural ties with the despicable Ferdinand Marcos regime. 
They cut off oil shipments to the Phillipines at the insistence of the Moslem 
nation of Iran and of the Islamic Freedom Front of Muru, which is to the credit 
of the interim government, and especially the Foreign Minister. 


The nation has witnessed the government's blatant, total obstruction of our getting 
closer to developing people's governments and liberation movements and of our 
backing and support of them. It has believed that the Iranian revolution is for 
Iran only and cannot be sent abroad. 


The call of the Moslem students following the Imam's line to freedom movements 
after the fall of the Bazargan government was the first step taken by officials 
that was practical, not talk or rhetoric, on behalf of the movements of the world 
and which gave them hope from the Islamic revolution. Both developing countries 
and Liberation movements had real expectations from the Islamic revolution of Iran, 
from the standpoints of friendly relations and of financial and spiritual support. 
This could not have come from the former government made up of dual nationality 
accommodationists. 


The World Oppressed Liberation Front, which came into existence after the Imam's 
historic order for a single party for the oppressed, honors the first anniversary 
of the initial meeting of liberation movements in Tehran, and it asks the govern- 
ment and the nation to move forward with the adoption and proclamatior of clear 
and decisive positions and policies. Our proposal to the orthodox government is 
that it create a new ministry called the Ministry of the Islamic Naticn. Its task 
would be to establish economic, political, military, and cultural ties with revo- 
lutionary, developing countries and oppressed liberation movements which are 
fighting and throwing off the sheckles of governments hand-picked by the super- 
powers. It should present a plan for this to the Majles for evaluation by the 
representatives of the Moslem nation. 


The government must completely divorce its foreign policy, which is the product 
of the commands of Islam and the Imam's guidance, from new assistance and rela- 
tions with governments that are domineering, against the people, or allied with 
the East or the West.

They also wrote a 
letter to the revolutionary public prosecutor's office, since that office must 
look into the matter. All right, the public prosecutor wrote underneath it, 
"No, the MARDOM paper is free and must not be prohibited. They must eliminate 
the harrassment. So figure that out.” 





What was Kianuri's goal in this childish, ludicrous narrative? First, he wanted 
to put the issue of freedoms in our society on the level of the issue of freedom 
of activity for the Tudeh Party and the freedom to distribute the Russnameh 
MARDOM, and summarize the former by the latter. In the past, we also observed 
that Kianuri uttered the slogan "freedom of activity for the Tudeh Party is the 
key to democratic freedoms," and he tried to beg this key from His Imperial 











Highness' court, though in the end he was not successful. In same previous

TUDEH ORGAN DEMANDS 'RETURN' OF PARTY OFFICES 
Tehran MARDOM in Persian 13 Jan 81 pp 1, 7 


[Text] Engineer Mirsalim, deputy minister of interior, in his discussions with 
the newspaper MIZAN of 21/10/59 [10 Jan 1981], concerning activities by political 
parties and their offices, made certain statements. Mr Mirsalim was asked: "As 
you know, certain legal political parties have been targets of attacks in recent 
months by a number of known and unknown individuals, and their offices were 
seized. In view of the fact that in the absence of orders and decisions by judi- 
cial authorities, political parties are free to operate, what should be done in 
order to return these offices? Mr Mirsalim replied: 


"Occupation of buildings and offices belonging to political parties is not legally 
justifiable. It is the duty and responsibility of the owners of the buildings 

and the political party officials to take their cases to courts and seek their 
orders for the return of their properties so that police could take action in re- 
turning party offices to then." 


The statement by engineer Mirsalim is logical and in accordance with the laws of 
the country and, therefore, is supported by us. Earlier, other high officials of 
the Islamic Republic of Iran, such as the Prosecutor General, Minister of Interior, 
Imam Jum'a of Tehran and others had condemned attacks on political parties as 
against the law. But unfortunately, and inspite of the position taken by respon- 
sible authorities, 6 months after the occupation of the office of the Secretariat 
of the Central Committee of the Tudeh Party and the central offices of MARDOM 
newspaper in Tehran, and the offices of the Tudeh Party headquarters and MARDOM 
offices in various other cities by irresponsible and suspected groups, no serious 
efforts were made for their return. 


In the past 6 months, officials of the Tudeh Party and of the occupied offices 
have repeatedly appealed to "judicial authorities" and have resorted to every 
means suggested to them by the officials to have their properties returned to 
them. Yet, despite these ever continuous efforts, orders for the return of the 
Tudeh Party offices and those of MARDOM newspaper, that were taken over by force, 
have not been issued. 


No doubt, officials of the Islamic Republic of Iran, who have openly called the 
occupation of political party headquarters as violation of the law, and have 














urged that they be returned to their original owners, are sincere in their state- 
ments. Unfortunately, the ignoring of such statements not only encourages the 
irresponsible and suspected groups, but also seriously damage and hurt the image 
of the Islamic Republic of Iran. 


As was urged by Mr Mirsalim, we will once again take our case to "judicial author- 
ities” in the hope of having our offices returned. At the same time, we hope that 
judicial officials of the Islamic Republic of Iran will do everything to turn 
these statements into reality. They should not doubt for a moment that implemen- 
tation of the laws of the land and prevention of illegal actions will not only 
help in the establishment of revolutionary order and an increase in the prestige 
and respect for the Islamic Republic of Iran, but the doing away with the restric- 
tions imposed on revolutionary political organizations such as the Tudeh Party 
will eventually be in the interest of the Islamic Republic of Iran as well.

It is a mockery of Jesus Christ that his birth is being celebrated by the ringing 
of bells and the exchange of gifts while the most shocking attacks on human justice 
and honor are taking place on your borders at the hands of Saddam Hussein and the 
U.S, spy organization. 


At a time when the weeping of the angels over such satanic, savage actions now 
taking place can be heard, millions of North American people are busy eating juicy 
turkeys, exchanging gifts and drinking to the health of their neigh). — hat a 
worthless interpretation and a mocking imitation of religion, 


Of coruse there is a plot afoot to keep the world's people uninformed about the 
shameful truths of this war, which was a plot based on the idea that Saddam would 
inflict a decisive defeat on your nation and government in a short time. But alas, 
this clever and immoral action has boomeranged to punch the plotters in the mouth. 
We will witness the revelation of the will of God in the defeat of these plotters 
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by your heretic nation, The western mase media naturally tgnere the truth, traq ie 
clearly the ageressor, |raq bowbarde civilian areas, traq pays ne heed te any seoral 
law, Iraq is encouraged by the western profiteers, and finally tt be trag that hee 
been defeated in this war.

[Text] Our revolutionary and aware people have recognized 
the two-phase tactic of “distort and suppress the revolution" 
of American imperialism. Our people are prepared to defeat 
the evil tactics of American imperialism through united 
force. 


According to an ASSOCIATED PRESS report, president-elect Reagan has announced in 
Los Angeles that after taking office he is going first to determine whether an 
actual government exists in Iran. 


In an interview with the American weekly magazine U.S. NEWS AND WORLD REPORT, 
Reagan said: 


"I doubt that there is a government in Iran." He also added: "Relations with 
Iran would be possible only if moderates came to power in Iran."

To 
achieve its goals, it will not refrain from resorting to whatever means at its 
disposal. 


In fact, the destructive American imperialist tactics vis a vis Iran, disregard- 
ing its various forms, could be summarized in the two tactics of "distorting of 
the revolution and its suppression.” This is the tactic which began ever since 
the power of the Shah began teetering, and is continuing to this day. 


One of the examples of this tactic could be observed in the "Sullivan-Brzezhinsky 
dispute" prior to the victory of the revolution. Unprecedented sacrifices made 
by our people in toppling the regime of the shah neutralized the roles of the dis- 


puting parties. 











But after the victory of the revolution, while trying every trick and all vie- 
lent plots aimed at destroying our revolution and the Islamic Republic of Iran, 
American imperialism has leaned towards the so called “moderates.” In that con- 
nection, we should point to the role played by the “provisional government," in

American imperialist hopes in a “change in power balance" and the coming to power 
of “liberal elements" in Iran is an indication that the “great satan" is doing 
everything in its power to carry out its tactic of the "distortion of the revolu- 
tion.” This shows that the threat of the offensive by liberals should not be 
dismissed, even though from a weak position.

and totally self-serving. 


For public edificationof our Moslem brothers and sisters, the following points 
of information are offered: 


1 - The Political Ideology Bureau of the Armed Forces of the Province of Khorasan, 
following its guidance program with the aim of strengthening the foundation of the 
splendid Islamic revolution in the army and in the police forces, makes a regular 
practice of asking religious and political personalities to speak at its meetings 
of military and police brothers who believe in the office of Chief Theologian 
[faqih] and who are of interest to the people. This time Ayatollah Dr Beheshti, 
as a personality who is of interest to the Imam and the nation and also is the 
highest judicial official in the nation, was invited to speak at the mosque of the 
77th Army at a meeting of brothers in the armed forces. 


2 - Dr Beheshti began his speech a few minutes after 7:30 a.m. on Tuesday 10/16/59 
[1/6/81]. He spoke for an hour to the personnel of the 77th Air Force, the gendar- 
merie, and the police department of Khorasan in front of the army mosque. He 
said: Does history make human beings or do human beings make history? He also 
talked about the vital role of the armed forces and the revolutionary guard in 
building this country's future in this sensitive period. 











3 = The person on the fringes of the crowd who, in the words of the newspaper 
ENQELAB-E ESLAMI, “cried out hooray for Bani Sadr" during Dr Beheshti's speech, 
was not told to be quiet by anyone. The audience, contrary to what was written 
in the above newspaper, not only did not leave the site, but Dr Beheshti's speech 
continued a long while afterwards and the personnel listened quite attentively 

to his talk, of which a tape recording exists. At the end of the speech the per— 
sonnel called out ‘hooray for Beheshti,' which gave evidence of their feelings 
toward him. 


4 =~ After the speech was over a few people, who, as it became apparent later, had 
obviously collaborated previously with political groups whose agents were waiting 
nearby, went into the streets, against wartime military rules and regulations and 
chanted slogans. No one interfered with them. 


5 = Some people thought these demonstrations were because of the previous day's 
victory by brave Islamic warriors on the warfronts, overlooking the fact that this 
march was against wartime regulations and without legal authorization. 


6 = At the end of this illegal event a number of these demonstrators, although 
they had chanted slogans in support of the army and the armed forces, attacked 
one of the Khorasan traffic control officers, and beat him severely. This in 
itself is a clear indication of their bad intentions. 


In conclusion, we ask the people of the newspaper ENQELAB-E ESLAMI, in view of 

the sanctity of the blood of the dear martyrs of Islam, to stop this sort of 
destructive, inflammatory behavior and to stop publishing inaccurate news. They 
must realize that the adoption of these practices is against Islam and the interests 
of the nation.

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PRICES, ECONOMIC ISSUES ANALYZED 


Tehran ETTELA'AT in Persian 15 Jan 81 p 16 





[Text] I was studying the report of the Central Bank of Iran especially the sec- 
tion dealing with the prices of goods index. This report indicated that increase 
in prices in Aban [23 Oct-21 Nov] of this year compared to Aban of last year 
amounted to a minimum of 20 percent and a maximum of 36.3 percent. Furthermore 
the average increase in the index of wholesale prices during the first 8 months 
of this year compared to the same period last year averaged 31.7 percent. This 
increase in prices, on the whole, related to daily consumer goods such as meat, 
cereals, clothing and construction material. 


Nobody can question the accuracy and documentation of the report of the Central 
Bank but a more correct report about the increase in the index of prices could be 
presented and that is the report swirling daily through the minds of Iranian con- 
sumers and which is unquestionable. Though we read in the report of the Central 
Bank that the average inflation rate of consumer goods amounted to 31.7 percent, 
however, when we refer to our own memory and try to be just, we see that increase 
of prices or rather the rate of inflation during the first 8 months of the year, 
as compared to the same period last year is greater than 100 percent and in some 
cases surpasses 300 percent. In other words we can claim that we possess two 
types of price indexes in Iran; one type is the index of the Central Bank which 
is prepared on the basis of references to bank credits of businessmen, importers, 
exporters and several other sources but the other more realistic index is the one 
of the people in the streets who cannot be certain when they leave their homes 

in the mornings, if they dare to take along 10 tumans to cover the cost of the 
same good which they purchased the day before. 


As far as we remember, we always had to deal with two types of price indexes in 
this country, one of them being the official index of the central bank and the 
other is the index of the general public. The difference between these two in- 
dexes has increased ever since the Iraqi aggression to our country. In fact, 

the inflation that we perceive in our country is an “unreal” one and not a 
"genuine" inflation which is reflected every month on the basis of statistics 
and Central Bank reports. For example, the Central Bank of Iran does not project 
the high cost of cigarettes in its statistics or price indexes as the statistics 
of the bank are based on the official prices declared by the Iranian tobacco 
products company for such cigarette brands "Azadi" and so on. The official price 
of this particular cigarette is set at 60 rials while it is being sold in the 











black market at double price or even more. In other words, we are facing an 
"artificial" inflation rate for one of our own local products amounting to 100- 
120 percent. The Central Bank never mentions coal, the local black product, in 
ite indexes. We know that up to fall coal used to sell for no more than 25 rials 
per kilo while this winter coal is sold to the people at 60 rials per kilo, which 
shows an inflation rate of 150 percent in a period of 3 months. The situation 

of other products needed by the people is similar. 


Contrary to rumor mongers who frightened people of danger of famine at the com- 
mencement of Iraqi aggression and even drove floods of people to the bakeries dur- 
ing the first few weeks, now we all know that fortunately in this country, every- 
thing is plentiful. I can claim that in this country the stockpile of consumer 
goods is greater than most of our neighboring or other countries which do not 

even have to deal with an aggressive enemy. However, from an economic point of 
view, the plentifulness or even excess surplus of a product cannot provide suffi- 
cient reasons for it to be priced cheaply or justly. 


As we know, there is a gap between production and supply to consumption. It can 
be said that the shorter this gap is then the rate of "artificial" inflation of 
prices would be less and the greater this distance, the more it would entail chaos, 
cheating, mischief, middlemen, hoarding, shortage, shortcomings and other such 
problems, each one of which would contribute to the exacerbation of "artificial" 
inflation. 


Unfortunately despite all the endeavors of the ministry of commerce, the committee 
of guilds' affairs and other responsible and committed institutions, in most cases 
this gap has not been shortened. It is much to be regretted that even in the case 
of those products under control of government such as tobacco and other goods, 

the gap between production to consumption has deliberately been lengthened by cer- 
tain groups. Consequently, when I and you bought eggs at 200 rials per kilo yes- 

terday, today we have to buy at 280 rials and I am sure that tomorrow we will have 
to pay a greater price for it or we will have to purchase cigarettes at double its 
official price from this or that person. 


It is here that people are facing an unprecedented juggling act. In other words, 
people say that if a particular product does not exist, it should not been seen 
anywhere but it does exist every where and only those people who can afford to 
purchase it at a more expensive price and better absorb artificial inflation can 
obtain it. Thus we see that the main preoccupation of the people of Iran and the 
oppressed class which forms the majority can be summarized in one word, the prob- 
lem of "distribution." To give an example, we will consider the case of tobacco 
monopoly which has resorted to the production of "Azadi" and "Bahman" and other 
such brands of cigarettes in order to combat the smuggling of destructive foreign 
cigarettes. However, unfortunately these cigarettes cannot be found in the stores 
of known distributors of the tobacco monopoly, but is plentifully found in the 
stands of peddlers at more than double the official price. 


In case of other goods such as writing paper, motor oil and tens of other import-~- 
ed or produced goods a puzzle with two unknowns exists, a puzzle which is not 
solved by the consumers but various responsible institutions must adopt severe 
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measures in this respect. Two or three days ago, the prosecutor's office of 
guild affairs responded speedily vis-a-vis the high cost of one item of consumer 
goods, namely non-alcoholic beverages. The prosecutor's office declared that the 
price of each bottle of such a beverage should not exceed 10 rials and people 
should report those elements overcharging to the court. 


The main difficulty is that the people have tasted the poison of high costs so 
often that they do not have the patience of going to the guild courts because if 
they decide to do so, they would have to stop work from morning to evening and 

go to such courts for every item of consumer goods. While approving such mea- 
sures by the guild courts, the writer believes that combating ever increasing 
high costs is not solely related to the guild courts but a! responsible institu- 
tions must rise to the challenge by adopting specified pro o. The objective 
is quite clear, the long gap between production and consumption which had been 
created deliberately must be removed. As we had stated, numerous elements such 
as hoarders, stockers, intermediaries and tens of other corrupt factors are lying 
in wait in between this gap. 
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ECONOMIC MOBILIZATION COUNCILS FORESEEN FOR ALL PROVINCES 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 6 Jan 81 » 


[Text] The Seminar for studying economic affairs and rationing of basic goods 
which had convened in Tehran with the participation of the Consulting Minister, 
deputy ministers of the ministries of commerce and petroleum and other responsible 
officials, concluded its task by issuing a resolution. 


The text of the resolution is as follows: 


1. An economic mobilization council will be established in each province, and an 
office in the Prime Minister's headquarters will be in charge of coordinating 
these councils and the National Economic Mobilization Council. 


2. Officers in charge of distribution and securing basic goods, must give pri- 
ority to the large families over industrial and commercial consumption when dis- 
tributing goods in exchange for the distributed coupons. 


3. In securing goods and distributing coupons, the priority should be given to 
the remote and deprived, and immigrant settlement areas and villages. 


4. Distribution procedure and the amount of consumption of oil particularly kero- 
sene, should be proportionate to the climate condition of Tehran and other cities. 


5. Procedure for fixing the price of those goods whose prices fluctuate with the 
increase in the price of sugar, cooking oil and other rationed goods, will be 
quickly announced by the National Economic Mobilization Council to the provincial 
councils for the purpose of price control and supervision. 


6. With regard to the existing irregularities in prompt delivery of vegetable 

oil caused by the shortage of raw materials, transportation and other factors, the 
Council for Distribution of vegetable oil should take quick actions and if appro- 
priate, the entire production, distribution and fair apportionment of the vege- 
table oil both domestic and imported would be directly monopolized by the govern- 
ment acting in cooperation with the Trading Servic: evelopment Corporation. 


7. With regard to the peasant population which is over 20 million, and the de- 
clared number of the rural cooperative stores which is about 7,000 units, and in 
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view of limited possibilities, this network seems to be insufficient and dis- 
proportionate and it is suggested that, this matter be studied. 


8. It is suggested that, the proposed distribution of [milk] powder in city and 
village be reviewed by the Rural Cooperative Organization. 


9. Responsible officials of the Rural Cooperative Organization, the provincial 
banks, and other organizations should pass the listing statistics pertinent to 
the distributed coupons and other necessary information to the Secretariat of the 
National Economic Mobilization Council by no later than the 20 Dey [10 Jan]. 
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INFLATLON REGARDED 'GREAT DIFFICULTY OF MASSES' 
Tehran MARDOM in Persian 7 Jan 81 p 2 


{[Text] Principal merchants continue to keep their domination over the internal 
distribution network; they control both "the centers for supply and distribution 
of goods," along with the distribution of the 70 percent of the imported goods 
and under present conditions, they have exclusive control over the importation of 
hundreds of types of goods needed by the public. As a result, the prices not 
only do not go down, rather these principal merchants and the middlemen, by habit 
and in pursuing their greedy nature, manipulate the consumer market and exercise 
their control over the prices. The distribution network of the private sector 
which based on tradition is composed of the importers, wholesale dealers and the 
shop owners, passes the imported merchandise through several hands and causes ites 
price to go up several times higher, before reaching the consumer. 


Importers who are the principal merchants, are often discontent with 2 to 3 times 
higher profits. The mere role of the middlemen in the course of supply and dis- 
tribution causes a price increase, where there are sometimes 3 to 4 persons each 
one setting aside a profit of 25 to 35 percent, and therefore consumer purchases 
his basic goods at a price which is several times higher than the original price. 


Who is this consumer? Principally, the indigent masses who are the workers with 
a small fixed annual income. If they are peasants, the annual income of 80 per- 
cent of them does not exceed 5,000-6,000 tumans; if he is an ordinary public 
civil servant, then he does not have more than a few thousand-tuman monthly in- 
come. This inflation has made this huge crowd so worried that they are unable 
to meet the daily means of living. The prices are increasing not from month to 
month or week to week, but sometimes day to day and hour to hour, and people are 
worried and disturbed trying to figure out what to do. 


The government's action in rationing 5-6 kinds of goods is a proper action bene- 
ficial to the hard working classes. However, it was expected that such action 
would be quickly extended to include other public basic necessities, because under 
present conditions, even though deprived people receive sugar cube, sugar and 
vegetable oil at government prices, they cannot afford to buy meat for 45 to 65 
tumans per kilogram, grains and cereais for 20 tumans a kilogram, and cheese for 
20 to 32 tumans a kilogram and as a result, they can not maintain their daily 
means of living. Irrespective of food, other goods are astonishingly expensive 
too. High prices are not only limited to food but it includes clothing, house- 
hold needs, and education for the children of the family. When a 200-tuman stove 





is sold at 700 tumanes and 4 emall note book costs 5-6 tumane and the price of 
fabric and readymade clothing is sky high, the condition of 4 hard working family 
of 5-6 persons can be understood, 


The first and the most important action for preventing inflation, as has been 
repeatedly written, is the nationalisation of the foreign trade and cutting of f 
the hand of the private sector from this plundering field. The events of the 
revolution, the difficulties subsequent to the vietery in the industrial and agri-~ 
cultural sectore and thereafter the impored war, have forced use to import 4 great 
portion of our necessities from abroad. ve private sector, meaning the major 
capitalists who have utilised their ca | 1 in the fully profitable field of the 
trade, recognize no commitment and dui ed to their community and their hard 
working fellow citizens. They only th about their huge profite gained by rip- 
ing off the pockets of the worker, the armer, the civil servant and the tradeeman 
through overcharging and price gauging. These principal merchants and their affii-~- 
iated capitalists, have correctly found the field of the trade so profitable that 
in 1359 [21 Mar 80-20 Mar 81) the number of trade permit cards were multiplied and 
the capital which was appropriated to the land grabbing business and building con- 
struction, due to the inactivenese of thie market, rushed into the field of trade. 
Regrettably, due to evasion and negligence in implementation of Principle 44 of 
the constitution to nationalize the foreign trade, thie parasite and sponge clase 
has been given opportunity to gultiply their capital within the past 2 years foi- 
lowing the revolution at the expense of the hard working people. 


Not only 2 years of experience after the revolution, but 50 years of experience 
before the revolution shows that the outcome of the private sector's involvement 
in foreign trade has been nothing but the plundering, robbing, and accumulation 

of wealth to the detriment of the society. Therefore everyday on which the imple- 
mentation of the article pertaining to the nationalization of foreign trade is de- 
layed, is an opportunity for these plunderers to accumulate wealth at the expense 
of the poverty of those people who have dedicated their entire lives and possee- 
sions to the revolution. 


In addition to the urgency of the nationalization of the foreign trade, the crea- 
tion of a governmental distribution and cooperative system is 4 necessary and 
complementary action directed toward cutting off the hande of the principal ser- 
chants, the price gaugers and the middlemen from public sector. If foreign trade 
is placed in the hands of the government, with the distribution of goods remain- 
ing in the hands of the principal merchants, this class of plunderers will con- 
trol the pulse of the market and will cause price hikes and false scarcity. in 
spite of the fact that creation of 4 government distribution and cooperative sye~ 
tem is not in essence an inseparable part of the nationalization of the foreign 
trade, but it is so mixed with it that the former without the latter will lose 
ite useful effects in the nation's economy. 


The attention paid by the Islamic Consultative Assembly to the urgency of the na- 
tionalization of foreign trade and the responsibilities charged to the government, 
are indicative of the good news that in 4 short time, this problem will be termi- 


nated. However, at the present time the government is responsible to take short 
term actions not only to prevent the increase of prices but to reduce them. In 











thie fFeaepect, the government hee — duty te discover the sabotage networks of the 
price geugers and the ewindlers and to prosecute them as counterrevolutionary 
Clements. tf the courte of the revolution immediately confiscate the capital of 
seme mejor capitalists, the least tmpact ef thie action would be that the other 
principal price geugers ead merchants will not commit imeursion, Other actions 
on the part of the government should be directed toward the expansion of both 
the state owned stores and the network of distribution cooperatives in which the 
hard working people could purchase their necessary goode at fair prices. The 
efeation of 4 fhetwork of cooperatives te purchase the products of the farmers, 
will prevent such purchases to be made by the middlemen and as a result, the 
farmers will net sell their prodwete at — wery low price and the agricultural 
products will be available to the urban coneumere at fair prices. 


The government's supervision over domestic industrial production is one of the 
actions which could be effective in reduction and stabilization of prices. At 
present time, since 7/0 percent of industries excluded from the private sector 

has come under the government's ownership, government supervision over the remain- 
ing 20 percent of production is pot 4 diffiewlt task. By calculating the whole- 
sale price and adding the sale profit te it, 4 merchandise can be priced and sent 
to the market. Violation of the governmentaliy fixed prices by anyone in any 
position should be severely punished. Inflation has turned into a great diffi- 
culty of the masse. Efforte should be made to solve it in the shortest period of 
time.

DEPUTY FORESEES NO SHORTAGE OF MOTOR OLL 
Tehran JOMHURI-YE ESLAMI in Persian 6 Jan 81 p 9 
[Article: "Motor Oil Will Be Marketed in Sufficient Quantities") 


[Text] Dr Ayatollahi, assistant at the Ministry of Petroleum, told a PARS 
reporter that there will be no shortage of motor oil, gasoline, or diesel, and 
said there is enough oil on the market to meet the current rate of consumption 
but that profiteers are setting things up for price increases by hoarding it. 


Dr Ayatollahi said: Motor oil produced in Iran may be used for 3,500 to 4,500 
kilometers. Our dear compatriots must economize and not change the oil in their 
automobiles before it is due to be changed. 


He said: The amount of motor oil needed has been established by the Ministry of 
Petroleum based on the quantities of gasoline that have been rationed. The 
National Iranian Oil Company and domestic producers of motor oil are making 
continuous efforts to fill the country's needs for motor oil. 


There is therefore no shortage of motor oil, but brokers and middlemen, by 
creating a phony black market and hoarding motor oil, are offering this commodity, 
badly needed by automobile owners, to consumers at outrageous prices. 


He added: In order to prevent the likeliho d of any motor oil shortage the 

Ministry of Commerce has given the private sector permission to import certain 
quantities of motor oil. Of course, imported oil will be provided to consumers 
under the supervision of the provincial governments and responsible officials. 


In conclusjon, Dr Ayatollahi again gave assurances that there is absolutely no 
reason to worry about oil shortages. 


It must be remembered that Eng Behzad Nabavi, consulting minister of executive 
affairs, has announced that motor oil will be distributed through a coupon system 
along with automobile fuel, amd that the hands of profiteers will be cut out of 
this petroleum commodity. 
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MEASURES CALLED FOR AGAINST CURRENCY SMUGGLING

[Text] Some importers of goods, particularly those goods exempted from custom 
duties or subject to reduced rates, by their foreign partners and assistants or 
directly through some western capitalists, establish credit at a high price and 
remit the equivalent amount of currency abroad and as a result, the difference 
between the real value of the goods and the amount used for establishing credit 
becomes a source of smuggling currency and its departure out of the country. 


This is a blow to our nearly powerless economy especially under present condi- 
tions (the imposed war with Iraq and economic blockade by America, Western Europe 
and Japan). These persons, by presenting falsified sale invoices and custom per- 
mits issued on the basis of the illusive value of the goods and not their true 
values, get involved in such operations as declaring bankruptcy; posing as revo- 
lutionaries and presenting their entirely falsified financial books to substan- 
tiate their standing. 


The government is presently in the process of implementing Principle 44 of the 
constitution which purports to nationalize foreign trace completely (the Islamic 
Consultative Assembly by approving a single article bill charged the government 
to present the Nationalization of the Foreign Trade Bill to the assembly). 


Hereafter, in place of the current distribution networks, which is composed of 

the importing merchants, retail sellers, middlemen, wholesale dealers and petit 
sellers; a government's network of cooperatives and retailers will be substituted 
and the goods, instead of being several times higher than the original price, will 
directly reach the purchaser. However, until the aforementioned bill is present- 
ed, the government can take exclusive control of those necessary goods which have 
been exempted from custom duties, such as day old chicken and fercile eggs 

which have been given to the Reconstruction Crusade. 


Some of the importers, instead of increasing the price of goods and smuggling cur- 
rency, may by collusion with their designated western capitalists outside the 
country, import valueless articles and even rocks in place of the goods that they 
should have imported in exchange for the currency that has already been sent out; 
because based on the international monetary and banking laws, a depositor has no 
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liability as to the contents of the parcels. He merely pays his account to the 
western exporter upon receipt of the shipping documents. Therefore in such trans- 
actions, collusion between the importer and his foreign partners is very simple 
and feasible. We hope that the government presents a Bill to Nationalize Foreign 
Trade to the Majles, and in nationalizing foreign trade in its entirety (provi- 
sion of the constitution of the Islamic Republic of Iran), will cut the hands of 
these leeches who sucked our nation's blood before and after the revolution. 


Aside trom oil, our most important export item is rug. About 80 percent of the 
exporters are themselves importers as well in the Western European countries and 
in the United States. Under present regulations, the domestic market wholesale 
price is collected from all exporters who are required to remit currency equiva- 
lents to the wholesale price of the exported goods. Their sale price abroad will 
certainly be much higher than the wholesale price and this constitutes one way of 
smuggling currency and taking them out of the country. 


Until the Bill to Nationalize Foreign Trade is presented to the Islamic Consulta- 
tive Assembly, the government can require all exporters to get all custom permits 
issued by European countries and those issued abroad approved by the Embassies of 
the Islamic Republic of Iran in the issuing countries before they are presented 
in Iran. 


After comparing these custom permits with those issued by the Iranian custom, if 
any deviation is found, the exporters should be required to pay the difference. 
The exporters usually state the least value for exported goods in order to pay a 
lower income tax. Since the amount of custom duties are much lower in the western 
countries they declare a much higher value, as a result the income tax is lower 
too (due to the progressive tax rate). By comparing these two "exporting and 
importing" permits, the currency acquired by the merchants from the sale of ex- 
ported goods can be figured out. Since the travellers going abroad as tourists 
cannot take currency out of the country, this is one way of preventing the flow 
of currency out of the country, and even Iranian merchandise can be sent to the 
students residing out of the country (about 100,000 students or perhaps more) as 
part of the currency they receive (this can be controlled in the same way as cur- 
rency can). It is hoped that by enforcing Principle 44 of the Constitution the 
problem of currency smuggling will be solved (God willing).

COMMITTEE EXPANDS AGRICULTURAL TRAINING SYSTEM 
Tehran JOMHURI-YE ESLAMI in Persian 3 Jan 81 p 9 


[Article: 'The Agriculture Committee of the Cultural Revolution Staff Explains 
the Agricultural Training System") 


[Text] Three members of the Agriculture Committee of the Cultural Revolution 
Staff held a press conference and answered questions from reporters. In the 
beginning, in answer to a question by the reporter from the PARS NEWS AGENCY 
about the committee's activities, one of the members said: In the middle of last 
Mordad [23 July-22 August 1980] this committee began its work. Its primary goal 
was to set a plan for agricultural training. The first question the committee 
dealt with was that of the principles and goals of agricultural training. During 
meetings we had with members of the Cultural Revolution Staff the principles and 
aims of agricultural training in the Islamic Republic were set. A public state- 
ment was issued to the Iranian nation which asked individuals and the various 
scholars to send their ideas and plans on this to the committee. About 50 plans 
were sent to the staff. Based on these plans, in view of the seminars on agri- 
cultural training that were held after the revolution, and in consideration of the 
views of the members of the staff and the experiences of group members, a plan 
was prepared which will be made public. A PARS reporter asked: How will teachers 
and university students enter into the system of agricultural training? Another 
member of the Agriculture Committee of the Cultural Revolution Staff said in 
answer to this question: It is our objective with this plan that the right to 
enter the national system of agricultural training be made freely available to 
those who are villagers or who are interested in farming. This interest must be 
demonstrated in some way to officials of the school. People who just want to get 
a diploma from the National Agricultural Training System should not be admitted. 
He added: To enter this system all students first go through a general indoctri- 
nation. They then go through a screening and selection process in which their 
Status as true villagers or people with a real interest is determined. A great 
many will enter into the system at this time. 


Agricultural Training College 


Another prerequisite for entering the agricultural training system is being 
physically strong enough to do farm work. Each stage of the training process 
will produce people qualified to enter the work force. Smaller numbers will go 
on to the higher levels of training. These people will enter the Agricultural 
Training College. Of course we have made provisions so that interested persons 





who wish to go through primary and secondary school and/or the Agricultural Train- 
ing College can enter this system, but only those who complete courses at the 
Agricultural Training College can go on to levels higher than the Agricultural 
Training College. After completion of the college differences in the amount of 
knowledge the people have will separate the ordinary person from the one who has 
graduated from the college. Their knowledge of agricultural matters cannot be 
the same. He added: We are trying to keep city folk out of this system. It is 
possible that people will enter the school or the college just to get the diploma 
who don't really want to do farm work. We are trying not to accept such people 
into the system, and to attract people who are interested, who will be given 

this opportunity with the help of the sequential classes in the system. Our 
reporter asked: What is the purpose of this period of agricultural effort? The 
committee member from the Cultural Revolution Staff said: We have frequently 
specified our aims and who we want to train. For example, at the first level of 
the high school preparation and training is given so that a person can manage a 
farm as he acquires physical skills. In the second level these skills are 
expanded and the student acquires more knowledge. The aim of the college is to 
train journeyman farmers, people who can manage large farms and serve as trouble- 
shooters and agricultural consultants on a large farm. At the level of the agri- 
cultural college the goal is to train experts and to deliver people to the farm 
community who can combine science and technology and provide an area with plans 
and programs and to meet an area's practical needs. 


Agricultural Science 


At a higher level an agricultural engineer must acquire sufficient skill to solve 
all problems. At this level we need specialists who can, for example, work on 
agricultural diseases. In general, at this level we need scholars. This stage 
is comparable to the master's program in the previous system. Beyond this stage, 
those who pursue agricultural matters and their various problems in a more 
specialized way for a longer time will make up the Agricultural Science program. 
They are mostly teachers and scholars of agriculture. National agricultural 
planners and strategists will come from this group. 


Our reporter asked: Have the activities of the Agriculture Committee of the 
Cultural Revolution Staff gone far enough to open an agricultural college, and 
if not, why? 


The third committee member said: We should say with regard to this that colleges 
are now open, although there is no formal program of instruction fer students in 
these colleges. University cadres are developing books and procedures of this 
sort and/or people are being trained by the Reconstruction Program in various 
parts of the country. To specify when the colleges will be operating it must be 
said that after the entire system of university training is developed we will 
have a period of transition in which the country's current university students 
will ente. the system of training in the universities and resume studying. 


Reopening the Universities 
Our reporter asked: Will colleges be able to open one by one as the system of 


teaching is developed, or must we wait for a solution to the problems of our 
university system and the simultaneous opening of all colleges and universities? 








Dr Ali Shari'atmadari, who was present at this press conference, answered: 
Several groups are working on this, While the agriculture group has worked on 
the plan you have seen, other special groups are working on pians for a training 
system. 


At the same time we have groups which are working on the management of schools. 
Another group is working on the overall problem of higher education. 


All these groups, therefore, are working together. You know that an agricultural 
high school, college, or university will not teach only agriculture, Lt will also 
teach social sciences, culture, and Islamic subjects. 


This committee is presenting its plan to the people so they can give their views 
on it and offer their criticism and suggestions. 


At the same time this plan is being made available to other groups as a model. 
Therefore it is not as if one college can carry on its work separately or that 

all the colleges in any given field can be opened. All the colleges and universi- 
ties wili open together. 


Another member of the Agriculture Committee said: Under the previous teaching 
system those who entered the agricultural schools were mostly urban dwellers, not 
interested in farming. They {Sust entered the schools to obtain diplomas. As a 
result they did not take up farming after graduation. The government, Likewise, 
did not help them. As a result, from 1 to 2 percent of them did not take up 
farming. With this plan, however, we are trying to make it possible for those 
with a genuine interest to enter an agricultural training program. Most 
villagers have this interest. What could be better than if they also had the 
the land and the tools. If they do not have them the government must make them 
available to them. Overall se gon't have much of a problem with land. Wherever 
there is no land available, land will be provided in another area. Another com 


mittee member said: Another illusion that exists is that everyone who enters an 
agricultural college or school imagines and intends that he will work on his own 
farm, when this is not right. In such an area [where there is no available land] 


these people can study for other professions. This teaching system offers train- 
ing in a number of new occupations which can be a solution to this problem.

TRAFFIC, METRO, TRANSPORTATION DISCUSSED BY NEW MAYOR 
Tehran ETTELA'AT in Persian 11 Jan 81 p 4 


[Text] Seyyed Reza Zavereh'i, deputy minister of the interior and new supervisor 
of the Tehran municipality, answered reporters’ questions about various municipal 
problems in a press and radio-television interview. 


At first, while explaining the colonialist program of the past regime aimed at the 
uncontrolled expansion of Tehran, he said: The government and the Islamic govern- 
ment must give their all to the reconstruction of the rural areas so that we can 
become self-sufficient in the agricultural field. We will have no program other 
than supplying primary, essential services so that villagers will not be encouraged 
to emigrate to Tehran. 


The new municipal supervisor pointed out that paving the alleys and streets, 
eliminating surface water, particularly in the south of the city, supplying pro- 
portional welfare, and presenting proportional services were among the municipali- 
ty's programs. He said: Nearly 20 billion tumans have been forecast for the 
building of Tehran's metro, while in many of our villages there is no sign of paved 
roads, piped water or electricity. Neither Islamic standards, justice nor com- 
passion permit such an excessive amount to be spent on building a metro for Tehran's 
people. If it is resolved that Tehran is to possess a metro, then the inhabitants 
of this city and those persons whose incomes are a hundred times more than that of 
@ peasant must defray the costs, not the general budget. 


Concerning the construction program for the Tehran highway, he said: Under the 
past regime billions of tumans were expended on welfare facilities in this city. 
But as soon as it rains, portions of southern Tehran are standing under water. 
Until we take action to get rid of this surface water, I do not think that justice 
will permit us to build a highway for the people. This is a program which the 
brothers who will assume this responsibility after me will definitely follow. 


Seyyed Reza Zavereh'i, while pointing out that the cleanliness of the city is one 
of the municipality's important duties, and that unfortunately the post-revolution 
city is not cleaner than the pre-revolution city, said: A transformation in the 
municipality must occur as far as the administrative cadres are concerned. Mayors 
must select mosques in their own districts. The mass media will inform the people 
that the mayor and officials of each district must be present in these mosques on 
designated days in order to present reports about their work, to ask for the 





people's assistance and to listen to the people's problems; in short, to be at the 
people's disposal. It is obvious that if by their actions they show that, God for- 
bid, they cannot serve the people, then naturally they can have no expectation of 
continuing to work for the municipality. 


Concerning the reason for replacing the chief of the traffic department and the 
managing director of the Vahed Bue Company, he said: Governmental employees are 
really servants of the nation, and che fruits of their labor must satisfy God and 
the people. The replacement of the traffic department chief took place solely to 
produce some movement in this department's operation, for no other reason; the 
people were in no way satisfied with the traffic department. As for the Vahed 
Company, on the first day 1 became supervisor of the municipality, the workers in 
one area of the Vahed Company had gone on strike. I went to their gathering and 
spoke with them about their problems. Some of their problems related to the 
management of the Vahed Company, and some also arose from provocation. I sent 
investigators to various zones of the Vahed Company, and after necessary investiga- 
tion it became clear that most of the workers were dissatisfied with the management. 


Furthermore reports arrived that the members of the board of directors had hired 
3,000 to 4,000 workers while they only had permission from the Revolutionary 
Council to hire 1,200 persons. ‘Necessary investigations were also undertaken 
concerning our accepting the resignations of the members of the board of directors. 
We concluded that in light of the excessive budget which the Vahed Company has for 
the people, and in light of the wide dissatisfaction which company emplove s have 
with the board of directors, further cooperation with them was impossible. While 
pointing out that between 1.0 and 1.4 billion tumans credit from the treasury has 
been proposed for the Vahed Company, he said: Such expenditure is unbearable and 
unacceptable when we spend the money of the people of Sistan, Bandar ‘Abbas, 
Bushehr and other points of the country in order to give bus rides to Tehran's 
people. This is a matter which must be closely investigated. 


Concerning the traffic plan, the new supervisor of the Tehran municipality said: 
Some fundamental thinking will be done so that people will not constantly be con- 
fronted by a new plan. te added: In the present situation in which Tehran 

traffic is relatively light due to the gasoline shortage, we will make more 
facilities available to the people. We have held talks with the traffic department 
chief in this regard.

Mr Peled read a message from Mr Issam Sartawi, member of the Palestinian National 
Counc!] (parliament) and close collaborator of the PLO chief, Mr Yasir ‘Arafat. 

/'Your courageous struggle for a just peace in the Middle East and your determination, 
expressed by the recognition of the Palestinian people, with the PLO at their head, 

to national rights, has earned you the respect of all peace partisans in the world,"/ 
wrote Mr Sartawi. 


Recalling the secret meetings in recent years between PLO representatives and several 
Israeli personalities, Mr Sartawi said in his message: /"Their aim is to bring about 
new political factors in the Middle East. Peace will reign between the Palestinian

ROLE OF MEDIATOR BETWEEN ARABS, MOSLEMS PROPOSED FOR ALGERIA

What is the explanation for this baffling relationship between “socialist 
Algeria and the "Iranian Islamic Republic,” which believes that the entire world 
outside the borders of Iran is an is an unclean world ruled by Satan? 


Until time reveals the secrets behind the Algerian mediation effort in the hostages 
Situation, we cannot refrain from extending our hands to President Chadli Benjedid 

and the members of his government and congratulating them on the diplomatic “miracle” 
they have accomplished--a miracle which would not have occurred without their amazing 
determination to succeed, their fabulous and boundless patience, and their negotiating 
skill which aroused the wonder of the entire world.

[Text] The drama of the American hostages in Iran has recently come to a close with 
the reaching of an agreement between Tehran and Washington. This agreement concludes 
an affair which dominated world public opinion for 14 months and nearly led to a 
world confrontation during one of ite worst stages. 


The Algeria agreement was the result of tedious, arduous, and often futile negotiations. 
It would have been possible to reach agreement sooner if Iran had responded from the 
beginning to numerous efforts put forward by sources which included the UN, Kreisky, 
and states friendly to the two sides. However, Tehran was apparentiy «till unprepared 
insofar as its political organizations were concerned to deai with this problem and 

ite other problems, which were made all the more complex by the lack of an authority 
capabie of making decisions. 


What has been the final outcome of the hostages issue’? And what gains has Iran 
achieved ae 4 result of it” 


The return of the Iranian assets frozen in American banks was not originally 4 matter 
of dispute, but only became an issue after Khomeyni's students occupied the American 
Embassy and captured the American diplomats. The same thing can be said of all the 
other matters which Tehran linked to the hostages issue--mattere which cannot be 
justified in the light of the political reality and relations among states. 


Now that the Iranian authorities have brought the situation back to where it started, 
it is incumbent on them to review the details of the issue, construct a complete 
scenario of what happened, and make a balance sheet of the positive and negative 
effects they incurred as a result of the events. 


iran of the revolution, which is in the process of becoming a state in the literai 
sense, is in need of a comprehensive review of all its policies, positions, and actions 
on the level of the Iranian state, first of all, and then on the level of the surround- 
ing area and the world. Moreover, it needs to act according to the logic of 
international communication and a stable entity, not according to 4 logic based on 
haughtiness, hostility, and boastful positions. States have rules, conventions, laws, 
and constitutions which they respect and strive to uphold. They also have simils: 
governmental systems. A political transformation cannot take place through the 
fabrication of crises and problems with others, but only through communication and 
relations based on equality. The resort to force cannot win anyone anything except 
illegitimate rights. 
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lt is true that Tehran, after all other expedients had eluded it, finally abandoned 
many of ite hardline positions and sought to solve its problem with Washington in 
the spirit of the mediation efforts undertaken by Algeria, But now Tehran would do 
well to look e its other probleme from the same viewpoint and in the same spirit and 
deal with ite neighbors on the basie of good-neighbor relations, joint security, 
equality, and respect, 


For iran, which was compelled in the end to accept the principle of negotiation with 
the United States, the country it had deseribed as the “devil,” now beare a historical 
responsibility, It is responsible for ignoring the principle of negotiation, resolv- 
ing to continue 4 pointless war with ite Arab neighbor, and rejecting all efforts 
toward peace and communication on the part of ite brothers in the Islamic world, its 
friends in the Third World, the United Nations, and the international community. 


iraq, speaking through Saddam Husayn, has not closed the door to a peaceful sett lement 
within the framework of the joint welfare of the two sides. Therefore, we urge Iran 
to endow itself with logic, reason, and 4 spirit of brotherhood and strive to solve 
ite problems with its neighbors. In so doing it will free itself, first, to solve 
the internal problems which are wrecking its economy and fragmenting its political 
and social structure, and second, to aseume ite natural role in backing the Islamic 
issues which Moslem leaders are gathering to consider during these times. 


Whatever the case may be concerning the agreement between Tehran and Washington on 
the details of the hostages issue, the United States must realize that the Arab 
nation cannot permit this issue to be solwed at the expense of Iraq nor can it allow 
the invoice for the release of the hostages to be endorsed at the expense of Iraq's 
legitimate rights. 


Any attempt on the part of America to side with Iran in ite aggressive war against 
Iraq will put it in 4 position of enmity with a1] Arabs and will cause the conflict 
in the area to take dangerove turns which will expose Arab-American relations to 
numerous dangers. 


International neutrality toward the conflict provides 4 guarantee that there will 
continue to be opportunities for the peace efforts to bring an end to this conflict. 
This will save the region from the threats of an international confrontation and a 
Widening »f the conflict.

WOMEN'S SUFFRAGE ADVOCATED AS PRIMARY CONCERN FOR NEXT PARLIAMENT 
Kuwait AL-QABAS in Arabic 25 Dec 80 p 1, 24 


(Editorial by Jasim Ahmad al-Nasaf: "Granting Women the Right to Vote First 
Accomplishment of New Parliament") 


[Text] The majority in Kuwait approve of giving women the right to vote. 


Half of society is women, and parliamentary life is incomplete without representation 
of the whole society under the House of Parliament's dome. 


Though the government has not rushed to grant women their political rights in electing 
the next parliament, this does not mean that they disapprove of it, on the evidence 
that His Highness the Crown Prince personally called for giving women their right to 
vote. However, the government may wish to leave the legislative powers the freedom 

to make this basic change in the parliamentary and electoral framework of Kuwaiti 
democracy. 


Thus, the first step to which the new parliament should give preference is to resolve 
to grant women their right to vote, as a phased measure appropriate to the nature of 
contemporary Kuwait society, so that they can be granted the right of nomination at 

a further stage in time in light of what will result from the experiment in women's 
political participation in parliamentary life. 


If the evidence of the parliament's new structure indicates that it will bring 
together many young educated viewpoints, this confirms that chis subject will not 
require much debate from the new deputies, especially since it is a natural step in 
the movement for the rapid development of Kuwait in all areas. 


This is a step in which we have been preceded by the constitutions of all nations of 
the progressive world and many sectors of the Arab community and the Islamic world. 
However, the educational and social level of women in many of these countries is 
below that of Kuwaiti women, who have proven themselves qualified as being responsible 
and reliable. 


The justifications are many and powerful for granting women the right to vote. Some 
of these reasons are linked to the women themselves, and others are linked to the 
nature of Kuwaiti society and its demographic, social, educatioral and economic 
make-up. 
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The number of people who are eligible to register themselves on the voting lists 
has reached 60,000 citizens, according to the most recent census, while the number 
who actually enrolled on the voters’ rolls was 41,000, Entering the wonen's sector 
onto the voters’ rolls will doubtless double the number, thereby strengthening the 
march of democracy expanding its horizons, deepening its significance and enriching 
its practical application, 


Kuwaiti women have accustomed us to the generous surrender of many gifts, whenever 
we offer them many rights. The results of university and school exams indicate the 
superiority of female students over males, and in the fields of governments and 
domestic work women have proven adequate in every duty and responsibility entrusted 
to them, 


Added to this is the fact that there are matters which women are better suited to 
debate than men, foremost among them social matters. 


All of these considerations, and others, require that the first accomplishment of 
the next parliament be to grant women their right to vote.

SINGAPORE INVESTMENT=-The Kuwaiti government's drive to further diversify its 

real estate investments was again demonstrated last week, with the announcement 

of a $24 million project to be started in Singapore this year. The Singapore 
holding of the Kuwait Real Estate Investment Corporation which was set up three 
months ago--in a bid by the KREIC to expand its Far East business (AN-NAHAR ARAB 
REPORT & MEMO, May 26, 1980)--is to begin construction of a housing project which 
is to be completed by 1983, The latest project will be KREIC's second major 
investment in Singapore. Last month, the Kuwaiti government decided to invest 
substantially in a petroleumrelated industry through KREIC. Echoing KREIC 
Chairman Ahmad Al-Duaiji's prediction that "the Far East is the growth area of 

the future,” the Singapore government is reported to believe that Kuwait's increas- 
ing commitments on the island will help attract substantial investment by other 
Arab surplus-capital countries. Official sources in Singapore last week said 

that these investments would boost the republic's economic growth, which has been 
estimated at 8 per cent in 1981, compared to more than 10 per cent in 1980. [Text]

1. Achieve an annual growth rate of 9.4 percent in the economic activity iusuring 
that the industrial sector has a growth rate of 21.6 percent; agriculture, 7.4 per- 
cent; electricity, 15.1 percent; transport and communications, 7.4 percent; education, 
8 percent; health, 10 percent; public services, 5 percent; construction, 1.5 percent; 
and housing, 7.1 percent. 


2. Increase the contribution of nonpetroleum activities to the national income from 
35.7 percent in 1980 to 53 percent in 1985, and lower the petroleum contribution in 
the same way. 


3. Decrease imports for local requirements--from (6.5 percent to 38 percent for 
foodstuffs ([matieres alimentaires] and from 73 percent to 65 percent for food products 
[produits alimentaires]. 


The secretary of the General Peoples Committee explained that during the next 5-year 
plan 1980-85 [as printed], the productive sectors will be emphasized; in fact, the 
industrial sector will be allocated approximately 4 billions or 22 percent of credits 
allocated to the 5-,/ear conversion plan. Likewise, the agricultural s« tor is 
allocated approximately 3 billions or 18 percent. 


The secretary of the General Peoples Congress explained that the basic peoples con- 
gresses have affirmed the conversion of Libyan Arab society from a consumer society 
into a socialist productive society, in conformity with the theses of the third 
international theory [as printed], as well as the increase in productive ability and 
the different means of production and the fact of deriving benefit from all abilities. 


"These congresses have also affirmed the absolute priority given education and tech- 
nical training serving the objectives of the 5-year potential in order to achieve 
self-sufficiency,” the secretary of the General Peoples Congress explained, adding 
that there is a harmony between what the basic peoples congresses decided and what 
the 5-year plan 1981-85 proposes, namely 18,000,500,000 dinars. 


The secretary of the basic peoples congress from Sydney, Australia, addressed the 
congress, first of all bringing greetings from the congress members of Sydney to the 
children of the Arab Libyan people, aud to the chief of the revolution, declaring 
that the masses of the Sydney congress have faith in the thoughts and principles of 
the chief of the revolution. He mentioned the determination of these masses to pro- 
claim still further the Green Book's theses, to exercise the power of the people and

After the discussion of Articles 3 and 4, the congress went on to the examination 
of Article 5 concerning general housing policy and the building of 4 savings bank 
for housing.

ADMA-OPCO ANNUAL REPORT HIGHLIGHTS--Abu Dhabi, Feb. 8 (EN)=-A new deep gas pool 
has been discovered in the offshore Upper Araej field, the Abu Dhabi Marine 
Operating Company reported today, Drilling up to 11,150 feet in the well Satah-2 
led to the discovery of the pool “from which gas was tested at a rate of 36 million 
standard cubic feet per day with 2,100 standard barrels per day of condensate,” 
ADMA-OPCO eaid in ite annual review for 1980, The review added that Mair Dalmh-?, 
another exploration delienation well, “tested ofl and gas from the Arab D and dis- 
covered hydrocarbons in the Arab C from which gas was tested at daily rates of 2,5 
million standard cubic feet and 740 barrels of ofl." Crude ofl exported last year 
from the company's two fields increased by 4,7 percent over 1979, with a total of 
186,280,133 barrels (24,669,333 tonnes) exported in 1980, the review said, 
Production, which is regulated by the Goverment, was raised by 50,000 barrels per 
day during the last quarter of the year. Prior to this increase, daily production 
was maintained at an average of about half 4 million barrels. In December, Umm 
Shaif, the field from which Abu Dhabi's first shipment of crude ofl was made in 
June 1962, produced the 1,000 millionth barrel, During the year, ADMA-OPCO 
achieved a new drilling record when 4 well in Zakum Field was drilled to a depth 
of 17,370 feet in order to evaluate hydrocarbon accumulations in the Khuff Form- 
tion. Gas supplied to Abu Dhabi Gas Liquefaction Company's LNG plant on Das Island 
averaged 450 million cubic feet per day, ‘The review which covers all major develop- 
ments within ADMA-OPQ), also highlighted the company's move into a central office 
complex. The move, affecting some 900 people, was part of the effort to streamline 
operations and to improve personnel efficiency. The expansion of company operations 
is further illustrated by the increase in the total number of personnel from 2,652 
in 1979 to 2,767 in 1980, Fifty-six percent of these were Arabs, UAE Nationals on 
the company's payroll numbered 371, some of whom held senior and managerial posts.

According to him, the only effective 
solution to the problem is to set up cooperative societies, Ahmed Abdallah Al 
Musea said that the prices of all commodities were increasing due to the absence 
of an effective government policy. Saud Abdul Mohsin, the owner of a supermarket, 
said that Dubai factories began packing sugar eight months ago but the price rose 
continuously since then, Moreover, he said that the sugar received contained 
im@purities., Nazar Al Ashgqar, the director of a supermarket, said that the rise in 
the price of sugar started nine months ago when the price of a two kg. packet 
(Singapore) was 4,5 dirhams which merchants sold at th. 10.25 without any profit. 
Shukhan Saif, the owner of Shiekhanco Sugar Packing Factory, said that major sugar 
importers were only seven or eight who had huge stocks of sugar. He said he hia- 
self had about 300 tons, a quantity which can be considered very small as compared 
to the quantities which some other merchants stocked here, He added that good 
pote sugar was imported from France, Belgium, Britain and Singapore.

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EUROPEAN PARLIAMENT COMMITTEE ISSUES RESOLUTION 
Brussels REMARQUES ARABO-AFRICAINES in French Dec 80-Jan 81 p 10 


[Text] The Political Committee of the European Parliament, 
meeting in Brussels on 20 October 1980 under the chairmanship 
of Mr Claude Teatier (socialist group), adopted the text of an 
important resolution concerning the Western Sahara, 







It will be noted that this resolution, which should be presented to the next plenary 
assembly of the European Parliament, is the result of the Western Sahara issue 
being put on the agenda of the Political Committee by Morocco's adversaries. 






The remarkable fact about this resolution is that for the first time there is an 
effort to take a realistic approach to the bases of the conflict in the northwest 
region of Africa and to find ways of putting an end to it, 











Reaffirming the bilateral nature of the conflict which divides the states of 

Algeria and Morocco, the resolution considers in fact that a basic condition of 

any peace process is the acceptance by the Algerian Government of the identification, 
enumeration, and voluntary return to their countries of origin of the peoples 

being held in Algeria in the Tindouf region. 






Also, the resolution calls on the Algerian Government to stop allowing the use of 
its territory for launching armed aggression against Morocco, and on the Moroccan 
Government not to exercise the right of pursuit. 


Finally, the resolution urges the governments of the Nine to attempt to mediate 
between Morocco and Algeria as the contribution of the European Community toward 
a return to peace and stability in the Maghreb region. 


By thus returning the Algerian-Moroccan conflict to its proper context, the 
resolution does justice to the myth of the POLISARIO, supposed representative of a 
people unique to the Moroccan Sahara. 


Following is the full text: 


The European Parliament, aware of the danger that tension in the Maghreb may increase 
and take on international proportions, thus jeopardizing peace and security in the 
adjacent Mediterranean regions of Africa and Europe, and in light of the report of 
its Political Committee, 





































1, Expresses its concern for the fate of the innocent people caught up in the 
hostilities in the Maghreb region and condemns any intervention, especially 
military, by any third country which by provoking an escalation of the conflict 

in the Western Sahara and by attempting to gain spheres of influence in the region 
contributes to prolonging the situation of armed conflict; 


2. Is aware that the nationality of the populations of the Sahara living in Algeria 
in the zone situated on the border of Tindouf has not been determined, nor have they 
been enumerated by the United Nations High Commission on Refugees [UNHCR] in accor- 
dance with the mandate it received from the United Nations, and that provisions have 
not yet been made to assure the return, under the continuing oversight and protection 
of the UNHCR, of persons identified as native to the Western Sahara and desirous 

of beng repatriated, 


3. Asks the governments of the Kingdom of Morocco and the Algerian Republic to 
furnish to the United Nations and the UNHCR all assistance necessary to that end; 


4, Urges the parties in the conflict to abstain from any action which could increase 
tension in the region, to make mutual concessions of such a nature as to lead to a 
peaceful solution, and to embark on bilateral negotiations aimed at putting an end 

to the conflict; 


5. Expresses once again its concern at the excessive growth of the war effort to 

the detriment of the economic and social development of the countries of the Maghreb, 
for the prosperity of which Europe must contribute its assistance as much for 
practical, historical, and geographic reasons as by virtue of the preferential accords 
linking these countries to the European Economic Community; 


6. Urges the Algerian Covernment, which would thereby be in conformity with the 
recommendations formulated at the summit conference of African heads of state at 


Libreville in 1977 on settlement of refugees, not permit the use of that part of 
its territory bordering Morocco for the launching, armed attacks against that 
country; 


7. Urges the Moroccan Government not to invoke the right of pursuit, for fear that 
border incursions could degenerate into formal armed conflict between these two 
countries; 


8. Urges the governments of the Nine to e .empt, bilateraliy and multilaterally, 
to mediate betweer Morocco and Algeria, wi.h the aim of preserving peace and 
stability in the region; 


9. Urges them also to take carefully into account, in the process of enlarging the 
European Community, the interests of the Maghreb countries; 


lu. Instructs its president to transmit this proposed resolution to the ministers 
of foreign affairs of the member states of the European Community meeting together 
in the framwork of political cooperation, to the Council, and to the Commission of 
the European Communities. 
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
